Since November 13, 2017 anti-fish farm protesters have been encamped on a grass 
area beside a road adjacent to a Conservation and Protection warehouse entry door at 
the Commerce Circle Victoria office. DFO is a tenant at this location. The Department 
does not own or manage the property, which houses multiple tenants and is located 
some distance from downtown Victoria. Other tenants have complained about the 
protest encampment and the property management company wants the protesters to 
leave as their occupancy has become a health and sanitation issue. The Saanich police 
have already visited the site and are expected to return today or tomorrow to reassess 
the situation and determine next steps, which may include removal of the protesters. It 
is anticipated that the protesters may try to blame DFO for their removal and create a 
social media issue. Media attention is likely.

e DFO Engagement was placed formally on hold in December based on some concerns. A CCFAM DM 
teleconference January 8 discussed reinitiating engagement sessions. Provincial DMs requested 
further discussion take place

AMD is consulting the department on the drafting following the DM call January 8. Options for 


developing the vision under the guise of the SMC are being developed. 

There is unanimous support from provinces to refer the vision to the SMC for development as a 
follow up to the Aquaculture Development Strategy. 

A one-day workshop was held with CCFAM-SMC Co-Chair (NB) on January 9. 

The draft long term Framework (2030) was announced by the Minister at a BC Salmon Farmer 
symposium and the Canadian Aquaculture Industry Alliance Policy Forum. 


A Protests at BC Aquaculture Sites 


There are 23 salmon farms currently operating in the Broughton Archipelago. Of those sites, 20 are 
located in the claimed traditional territories of First Nations which do not support marine finfish 
aquaculture (salmon farming). 

Since August 2017, activists (including some First Nations) have conducted protest activities at a 
number of salmon farms in the Broughton Archipelago operated by Cermaq and Marine Harvest 
Canada. Demonstrations were also held outside of DFO offices, BC courts and offices of local 
politicians. 

Protests and site occupations were initially peaceful and caused only minor delays to farm 
operations. Activities were stepped up in December, when groups entered pens on several sites 
with divers and kayaks. Several fish were allegedly removed to conduct disease testing. 

On December 22, 2017, injunctions were granted by the BC Supreme Court to Cermaq and Marine 
Harvest. 

The rulings include an enforcement clause which provides the RCMP with authority to arrest and 
remove protestors from sites if the injunction is violated. 

Local First Nations have indicated they will continue with protest activities until salmon farms are 
removed from their claimed territory. 


^ Upcoming Tenure Renewals for BC Aquaculture Sites in the Broughton Archipelago 


20 of the 23 aquaculture tenures in the Broughton area are set to expire in June, 2018. The Province 


of BC is under significant pressure from local First Nations not to renew the tenure agreements for 
these salmon farms. 

DFO marine finfish aquaculture licences for these sites are valid until July 2022, while Introductions 
and Transfers licences are issued on a regular basis to stock fish on farms in the area. 


The Provincial government has initiated a government-to-government process with the Broughton 
First Nations related to the upcoming tenure decisions and asked Minister LeBlanc to participate on 
behalf of DFO. 

Regional DFO officials (Andy Thomson, Regional Director, Fisheries Management) are planning to 
participate on behalf of DFO. The first meeting is tentatively planned for January 30.

^^ CAIA Submission on Health Canada Fee Increase Proposal for Drugs and Medical Devices 


CAIA provided comment (Jan. 3) to Health Canada's public consultation on veterinary fees under the 
Food and Drugs Act. CAIA intends to raise their concerns with Minister LeBlanc. 

Veterinary drugs fees were last increased in 1998 and according to Health Canada, the fees do not 
currently reflect costs of the Department nor align with other countries. 

Industry claims that ^Health Canada is contemplating an unparalleled, massive 50096 increase" in 
fees, which will potentially kill growth opportunities. Further, they claim that Health Canada doesn't 
fully justify how the proposed fee increases relate to the "private benefits" to industry. 

CAIA proposes that Fisheries and Oceans and Health Canada lobby for sufficient funding to 
implement a federal minor use minor species (MUMS) program. Until that time, CAIA proposes that 
VDD should be flexible and waive portions of the application fees for MUMS products. 

DFO has provided a forum in the past for industry, other federal departments and provincial 
agencies to discuss issues such as MUMs, but DFO has never “lobbied” on industry behalf nor should 
do so in the future. Any inquiries specific to this fee proposal need to be addressed by Health 
Canada. 


^^ Independent Review of the DFO Fish Health Audit and Surveillance Program 


in Spring 2017, DFO Pacific Region initiated an independent review/evaluation of the Fish Health 
Audit and Surveillance Program (FHASP). 

e This review is now complete and the high level recommendations outlined in the report are as 
follows:

o Identify clear program goals and objectives 
o Establish more robust data management systems and analytical capacity 
o Improve timeliness and customization of public reporting and data sharing 
o Optimize utilization and analysis of surveillance data collected 
e Along with the results of other ongoing reviews (e.g. MAACFA, CESD audit), these 
recommendations will guide further refinements/improvements to the FHASP, beginning with 
the clearer articulation of Program goals and objectives, as well as potential changes to the 
structure/design of the Program. 
e Proposed next steps on the FHASP review are as follows: 
o Development of media lines explaining the results of the technical evaluation of the 
FHASP 
o Share the report with the experts interviewed in the technical review and then with First 
Nations, BC, industry, and others through existing aquaculture advisory bodies. 


f^ Grieg Newfoundland Environmental Assessment 


min July 2016 Newfoundland Minister of Municipal Affairs and Environment initially released the 
Grieg project from further environmental assessment (EA). The Atlantic Salmon Federation 
successfully appealed, compelling the Minister to require an Environmental Impact Statement 
(EIS) by the proponent. 

e The EIS process has been undertaken by the Province for the proposed Grieg Placentia Bay 
Atlantic Salmon Aquaculture Project, and the Environmental Assessment (EA) Committee, of 
which DFO-NL is a member, has produced a draft of the EIS Guidelines that outline information 
requirements of the proponent. 

e These guidelines were posted online on January 2, 2018 for a 40-day comment period, and will 
be provided to the proponent on March 8, 2018. 

e — LE 1 h DFO 
is looking into a possible additional DFO representative from Fisheries Management to the 
panel. 

e The legal decision requiring conducting of an EA is currently being appealed by the Province of 
Newfoundland and the proponent. Arguments were heard on December 14 and 15, 2017. 

e Due to the success of the initial appeal by the ASF and public concerns surrounding the project, 
this public process will reinvigorate opposition to the project, some of which will be directed at 
the Department due to its mandate. 


^^ BC - Ministerial Advisory Committee on Fisheries and Aquaculture (MAACFA) 


e in July, 2015, the Province announced that it would examine the rules and restrictions that guide 
the application and approval process to ensure that aquaculture operations are socially and 
ecologically sustainable and can co-exist with British Columbia's wild fishery resource. 

e Members are from the aquaculture industry, non-governmental organizations and First Nations, 
as well as the Ministry of Agriculture and the Ministry of Forest, Lands and Natural Resource 
Operations. 

e The Committee is examining establishing a protocol for receiving advice from the Aquaculture 
Stewardship Council in regard to tenures for new aquaculture sites and the feasibility of 
improved microbe detection at aquaculture sites arising from the work being undertaken by 
Genome BC in tandem with the other scientific evidence already available to the Province. 
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While these actions are being undertaken, the Province will not consider any further approvals 
for new salmon aquaculture tenures. 

The Committee’s report is expected by the end of January, early February 2018. DFO expects to 
receive an advance copy of the report and its recommendations.

On-going Management Issue Update 


Cooke Site 1358 Jordan Bay 


The severe storm on January 4" caused damage to Cooke Aquaculture's site in Jordan Bay NS 
with debris washing up on shore around the area. 

Regional management spoke with several concerned citizens and fishers on January 5 and made 
them aware of the process for reporting. 

The company has indicated that they do not suspect any loss of fish based on preliminary 
assessments and provincial counterparts have provided DFO officials the same assessment. 

The incident has been reported to the NS Department of Environment which has the lead in 
responding. Staff from NS DoE and NS Department of Fisheries and Aquaculture were 
undertaking a January 8, weather permitting. DFO has offered assistance if needed. 


Effluent Discharge from BC Processing Plants 

e Since the November 2017 release of video footage of blood and other effluent coming from the 
Brown's Bay Packing processing plant near Campbell River, the issue of effluent treatment and 
disease transmission has received significant public and media attention. 

in response to a request by provincial officials, DFO Science collected samples during the first week 
of December to test samples for the presence of pathogens, including PRV. All samples tested 
positive for PRV. A Rapid Science Response (RSS) has been completed and provided to the Province 
of BC. In November, the Province of BC began reviewing the current discharge permit for the 
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Brown’s Bay plant and referred a draft of an updated permit to DFO (Aquaculture Management 
Division, Pacific Region) for comment/input. No comments have been provided to date. 

On December 20, 2017, the Province of BC announced a broader review of the regulations and 
discharge permitting process related to fish plants and the use of pesticides to treat sea lice. 

The Province is responsible for the licensing of fish processing plants. Federally, ECCC is responsible 
for administering section 36 of the Fisheries Act. However, given DFO’s and expertise related to 
aquaculture, fish health and minimizing impacts to wild salmon, DFO staff are prepared to work with 
the responsible federal and provincial agencies to support and inform this review by the Province, as 
appropriate (including coordination with ECCC). 


Correspondence from Broughton area First Nations 


e Since late November 2017, DFO and the Province of BC have received several letters from legal 
counsel for the ‘Namgis and Dzawada’enuxw First Nations stating their opposition to 
aquaculture activities in the Broughton Archipelago. 

e The letters highlight the need for the federal and provincial government to consult on continued 
aquaculture activities in the Broughton in general, and specifically, on individual introductions 
and transfers licences related to sites in their Territory. 

e A response drafted on behalf of Minister LeBlanc has been drafted: _ 


AAR reporting 


AMD work on national aquaculture reporting is focused on: a) options for data sets to make public 
(detailed, site level, aggregated, frequency of drug/pesticide deposits; and b) context to accompany 
this information for reports from 2016 on marine finfish operations. 

Dialogue with industry through CAIA is ongoing, and feedback will help refine materials to be posted 
on the DFO website. 

The aim is to strike the right balance between information that is useful to a broad audience, while 
still respecting business confidentiality. 

Pending these consultations, we will be well positioned to publically post AAR results. 


FACTAP 


Announced Dec. 18, but regional offices have been holding discussions with select (i.e., high 
likelihood of success) candidates prior to this to gauge interest. 

$750k available for distribution this FY. Regions have identified approximately $$872k worth of 
projects and are actively being encouraged to develop and finalize contribution agreements for 
these. Requirements for excess funds will be dealt with through multi-year agreements. 

The selection process will be a little different and streamlined this FY, due to the late announcement 
date. Regional review committees will review proposals immediately as they come in (vs. usual 
operation of every 3 weeks). Proposals will be funded ‘first through the gate’ for this FY only.

10. Integrated Pest Management (IPM) (L. Lavigne)

pest management (area based management, management thresholds, theraputants, best 
management practices). If management thresholds are low, and there few treatment tools 
available, resistance will develop. 

e An Integrated Pest Management (IPM) overview document, which describes the status of 
IPM in BC, was drafted by the Strategic Working Group (a DFO and industry working 
group) and discussed at our DAC meeting in October. 

e The IPM document examines the core elements of an IPM for aquaculture and the 
treatments available for sea lice in the different salmon farming jurisdictions along with 
which of those treatments are available in BC.

On the morning of 2018/01/18, I began work at the office at approximately 0700 hrs. In 
the minutes before 0800 hrs, while I was working at my desk in one of the cubicles, | overheard a 
fellow employee state to our Field Supervisor that "they were chaining the doors". As staff 
assessed the situation, and while the supervisors attempted to make contact with management, 1 
got up to assess the situation for myself. went to the front door and peered out at the protestors 
who were assembled outside the first set of doors at the lobby entrance. | observed two 
individuals standing with their backs to me while a third person, who I observed to be a middle 
aged female of Caucasian decent, appeared to be filming the two said persons with her cell phone. 
Glancing at the front door handles, | observed what appeared to be a chain wrapped about the 
circumference of the handles. Listening to the supervisors on scene who were speaking aloud with 
their concerns and formulating an action plan, I volunteered to address one of the concerns, which 
was to notify a staff member who was scheduled to arrive at 0800 hrs. I subsequently attempted 
to call his number but while doing so, learned that he had already arrived. I witnessed the said 
fellow employee stop and walk away from where protestors were assembled and observed him 
access the building through the back door. Once he was safe inside, | went back to my desk where | 
continued to carry on with my work for the day. Not long after I sitting down at my desk, | was 
advised by our detachment commander that I would be going home along with two other staff 
members. I was informed that three uniform officers would remain on scene while they waited for 
police intervention. I was additionally instructed to lock up any files or sensitive material, in the 
chance that things escalated and the protestors were to access the building. I therefore assembled 
all my things in preparation for my departure while ensuring that any sensitive information was 
locked up in the secure filing cabinets existing in house. At approximately 0830 hrs, I and two 
other staff members departed the building and proceeded to our vehicles. As I walked around the 
front of the building in order to gain access to my vehicle, I heard one of the protestors (two of 
them sitting at the front door) call out "Your welcome for the day off!, I acknowledged the 
statement by saying “Thank you“ sand wished them a good day. The protestor 
who called out to me and who | 5 addressed in return, I observed to be a middle-aged 
female of First Nation decent and the same person who I had observed on scene since the protest 
began. Upon getting in my car and starting it up, I proceeded to drive out of the parking lot 
(fronting the DFO business address on Commerce Circle), thus marking the end of my involvement 
in the situation.

5. If the building is on lockdown, do not open perimeter doors to speak to suspected protesters or unknown visitors - 
who may then try to force or wedge themselves in. Ask them their intended purpose through the door or window and 
calmly explain that the building is on lockdown and only employees are allowed in at this time. 

6.  Sanitize the public reception zone such that is free from chairs, flagpoles etc., as well as any internal memos, staff 
directory listings or contact numbers. 

Ta Ensure visitors and uncleared contractors are escorted at all times and register them in a sign-in/sign-out sheet. 

8.  Reschedule any upcoming meetings with new visitors/clients or visitors/clients of unknown reliability to a 
teleconference. 

9. Ensure staff have their ID cards and building access passes ready for inspection and visible. 

10. If possible, challenge individuals who you do not recognize in the building. If possible, ask them if they are looking 
for someone or if they need help locating a room. Report the incident. 

11. Advise staff to report any attempts of unauthorized entry, the presence of unattended briefcases, bags or parcels in 
or around the building, and any suspicious activity, vehicles and/or persons in or around the building to a supervisor or 
security staff. 

12. Consider hiring Commissionaire Guard staff to enhance short-term security. 

13. Call 9-11 if there is an emergency or threat to safety or property. 

14. Call 9-11 if there is a sit-in protest or occupation.

Hello Mark — for your information, following is an overview of operational issues in Pacific Region this 
week. Please let me know if you have any questions. 


Arrests of protesters chained the front door of the C&P Victoria Office. 


On January 18" the front door of the Victoria DFO Office was chained shut by anti-aquaculture protesters. The 
Saanich police attended and arrested 2 individuals. Crown counsel has approved charges for mischief under the 
CCC and orders preventing them from attending the Victoria office again. One of the protestors indicated that she 
wants her day in court and that she returned to the Victoria office this week because the building owners dropped 
the trespassing charges from December occurrences. The protesters have indicated to Saanich police, that this is an 
important issue to them and that they will not stop. Concern has been raised by the land owners over potential loss

of business, if the other tenants will not renew their building lease due to ongoing protest activity at this site. There 
is serious concern for the safety of the staff as there was no warning from the protesters before they locked the 
front doors. All DFO Staff have been directed to work out of the Duncan office on Friday January 19%. Further 
options are being developed to address this protest activity, including seeking an injunction to prevent further 
protest at the Victoria Office. Media lines are being developed by communications. Draft guidelines to respond 
and report on protests were provided to the Region by the National security group and a follow up call is in the 
works to develop a longer term plan to address the safety concerns, disruption of work, and impact on other tenants 
in the area. 


New research links PRV with jaundice disease in farmed and cultured salmon in British Columbia 


In 2017, the Salmon Strategic Health Initiative (SSHI) team, of which DFO is a lead partner, published a paper 
documenting for the first time the presence of Heart and Skeletal Muscle (HSMI) disease in farmed Atlantic 
salmon in Canada, as well as a correlation between the prevalence of Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) and the 
occurrence and severity of the observed HSMI lesions. This initial diagnosis of HSMI generated significant 
attention in the media and the public, much of which focussed on the risks of HSMI transfer from farm to wild 
salmon populations as well as on government authorization of fish transfers without prior testing for PRV (the 
latter is also subject of a current Morton versus DFO litigation). Now, the SSHI team has completed new research 
that shows PRV may also play a co-infection role in the manifestation of jaundice in Pacific salmon, specifically 
wild and cultured Chinook Salmon. Although the impacts of jaundice on wild fish are not well understood, it is 
known to cause discoloration of the skin and low levels of mortality (<1.5% per production cycle) in cultured fish. 
The research findings are expected to be submitted for publication in an international peer-reviewed journal within 
the next month. If accepted, renewed media and public attention can be expected. These latest research findings 
have already been shared with Aquaculture Management and with the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (who has 
the role of enforcing food safety legislation) and both organizations have committed to work together on 
developing media lines and DFO is considering what management responses may be required. 


Recreational Catch Reductions for Yelloweye Rockfish 


Significant recreational fishery catch reductions are required for DFO to meet rebuilding targets for the outside 
stock of Yelloweye Rockfish. The measures required to achieve these catch reductions of this magnitude will likely 
have a broader impact on overall recreational fishing opportunity and will cause strong negative reactions from 
recreational fishing interests, who will contact the Minister about impacts. They will also point out the cumulative 
impact of any Yelloweye measures combined with potential restrictions on Chinook to support Resident Killer 
Whale recovery and likely reductions in halibut catch limits. In 2016, DFO drafted a rebuilding plan for the outside 
stock of Yelloweye Rockfish, with “stepped” implementation of catch limit reductions over three years. The 
2018/19 season is the third year of stepped catch limit reductions. Commercial fishery catch limits have been 
successfully reduced by 81% since the inception of the rebuilding plan, however, recreational fishery management 
measures introduced in the past two years have had little effect in reducing recreational catch. Thus, catch must 
still be reduced from current levels (55 tonnes) to 14 tonnes to meet rebuilding targets. DFO will present options 
for achieving catch reductions at Sport Fishing Advisory Board meetings February 2-4. Consultation on the options 
will occur through February and March prior to decisions on recreational management measures for the 2018 
fishing season in early April.

BLUF: Committed protestors opposed to salmon aquaculture in BC increased their mobilization in 2017, showing no 
sign of abating until satisfactory political resolution is achieved. 


Opposition stems from concerns of First Nations sovereignty on traditional fishing grounds and that salmon 
aquaculture is causing irreparable damage to traditionally caught species. 


The objective of these protests, which began in 2016, is to pressure Provincial and Federal governments into ending at- 
sea salmon farm aquaculture in BC. Protestors continue to seek media coverage through national and local news, and 
dedicated and well-planned social media publicity campaigns. 


The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society, a US-based environmental NGO, provided media and operational support to 
protestors in 2016 and 2017 the anti-aquaculture protest movement. 


In 2017 protest actions occurred at fish farms, politicians’ offices, and DFO sites. Protests were larger than observed in 
2016 and are ongoing in 2018. Protests were peaceful overall, however an escalation in tactics occurred as fish farms 
were occupied, aquaculture operations disrupted, and some protestors positioned themselves so as to be arrested by 
police and draw further media attention to their cause. Further, on water protests continued in the winter in 2017 
despite harsher weather at sea.

Overall - it does not sound like the approach by the 22 ft aluminum vessel was part of an organized attempt to block the 
supply ship Viktoria Viking or that DFO/RCMP should expect further action today/next few days. DFO NFIS IO & IA's 
found nothing online or in social media (FB, Twitter, Instagram) to indicate that today's actions were planned online, or 
any further planned actions today or this weekend. There is a high likelihood that the encounter was opportunistic, as 
social media indicates that individuals in small vessels are running between Alert Bay or Vancouver Island and Swanson 
Island routinely, perhaps on supply runs for “Swanson Occupation". 


The activity today buzzing around and stopping in front of the Viktoria Viking supply ship was not advertised among the 
social media accounts of the main organizers of the fish farm activists, including ~ known social media 
accounts. As footage may have been taken by the men in the small boat, NFIS staff will continue to monitor to see if it 
comes up online. advised Alert Bay RCMP that he was the sole occupant in the 
small boat.

TOKYO: Japan is considering upgrading its ageing lead whaling ship, a fisheries official said Wednesday 
(Jan 24), as the prime minister vowed to continue the country's controversial Antarctic hunts despite 
international protests. 


The Fisheries Agency has requested 100 million yen (US$910,000) in the national budget for a study into 
the future of commercial whaling, an agency official told AFP, including the fate of the 30-year-old 
Nisshin Maru, the lead vessel of Japan's whaling flotilla. 


"That study will include discussions on what to do with the Nisshin Maru - if its life should be extended 
{by repairs), or should be replaced with a used ship or a new ship, among other ideas," Takato Maki said. 


Japan is a signatory to the International Whaling Commission (IWC) moratorium on hunting, but exploits 
a loophole that allows whales to be killed in the name of scientific research. 


Tokyo says slaughter is necessary for in-depth knowledge of whale behaviour and biology, but it makes 
no secret of the fact that whales killed in the hunts often end up on dinner plates. 


On Wednesday, Prime Minister Shinzo Abe confirmed his government's commitment to an eventual 
resumption of commercial whaling. | 


"We will pursue all possibilities in order to resume commercial whaling, including opportunities at the 
September meeting of the IWC," he told parliament, when asked to comment on the nation's policy. 


He said he favoured a continuation of Japan's traditional use of whale meat, fat, and baleen "ina 
sustainable manner based on scientific evidence, just like other marine resources."

In December, the European Union and 12 other nations condemned Japan's Antarctic whaling 
programme. 


Tokyo says it is trying to prove the whale population is large enough to sustain a return to commercial 
hunting for a traditional source of food. 


In the latest mission, five Japanese vessels including the Nisshin Maru left port in November for the four- 
month expedition, expecting to kill 333 minke whales. 


Japanese whalers have in the past clashed at sea with animal rights campaigners, particularly the Sea 
Shepherd activist group. 


Japan's mass-circulation Yomiuri daily said last week the fisheries agency was planning to buy a new ship 
or refit one in part to help its whalers evade anti-whaling activists at sea.

e In particular, we recognize that British Columbia's Coastal 
First Nations have a historic, meaningful relationship with 
wild Pacific salmon that is deeply intertwined with 
Indigenous culture, art, and their traditional way of life. 


e Our government is working on a renewed nation-to-nation 
relationship with Indigenous Peoples, based on recognition, 
rights, respect, co-operation, and partnership. I look forward 
to continued dialogue on this and other important issues.

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If pressed on disease transfer / Morton lawsuit 


e Fisheries and Oceans Canada will continue to work in 
collaboration with the Canadian Food Inspection Agency to 
deliver the National Aquatic Animal Health Program. 


e DFO also has strict regulations and licence conditions in place 


to ensure the continued health of wild and farmed fish. 


e DFO conducts over 100 fish health / sea lice audits each year 
and conducts regular inspections for farm compliance with 
conditions of licence. 
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e Further studies on the interaction of wild and farmed fish, as 


recommended by the Cohen Commission, are on-going. 


Regarding the Morton case, as it is currently before the 


courts, it would not be appropriate for me to comment further 


at this time. 


If pressed on PRV and HSMI 


Piscine Orthoreovirus has been found from Washington State 
to Alaska, including regions where there are no salmon farms. 
The virus has been associated with Heart and Skeletal Muscle 
Inflammation. 


PRV has also been detected in Atlantic salmon at BC 
aquaculture farms, but its presence has not resulted in 
elevated mortalities. 


DFO Science has reviewed the potential impacts of PRV on 
the west coast of North America and concluded that there is a 
low likelihood that PRV has a significant impact on wild 
Pacific salmon populations. We will regularly review these 
conclusions as additional research becomes available. 


Neither the World Organisation for Animal Health, the CFIA 
nor the Province of BC list PRV as a disease of concern in 
their respective animal health regulations. 


DFO scientists are actively investigating questions related to 
PRV and HSMI, including under the Strategic Salmon Health 
Initiative, where DFO scientists are collaborating with the 
Pacific Salmon Foundation and Genome BC to better 
understand a range of pathogens present in wild and farmed 
BC salmon. 


If pressed on fish processing effluent 


Environment and Climate Change Canada and the Province 
of BC are responsible for regulating fish processing plant 
effluent from an environmental protection perspective. 


e The CFIA may also require controls on effluent discharge to 


manage the risk of a disease outbreak if infected aquatic 
animals are to be processed. 
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Fisheries and Oceans Canada is providing support to its 
federal partners and BC’s Ministry of Environment and 
Climate Change Strategy in the investigation of this matter. 


DFO’s licensing conditions for marine finfish aquaculture 
outline strict requirements for aquaculture operators to 
collect, retain, and dispose of any tissues or fluids that are 
generated when harvesting farmed fish. 


If pressed on the Cooke Aquaculture incident 


Although the incident at Cooke Aquaculture is subject to U.S. 
laws and regulations, the federal government takes this 
incident very seriously given its proximity to Canadian 
waters. 


Fisheries and Oceans Canada is committed to the protection 
of our aquatic ecosystems and the sustainable management of 
all our aquatic resources. 


The Department is in touch with its U.S. counterparts at the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) 
as well as the Washington Department of Fish and Wildlife 
and will continue to monitor this incident with our partners. 


DFO’s Atlantic Salmon Watch Program (ASWP) has been 
monitoring BC waters for escaped Atlantic salmon since 1991. 


As an additional monitoring step, DFO is conducting stream 
surveys in the areas potentially affected by this event. 


Research has shown that there is a low likelihood of these 
Atlantic salmon establishing themselves in Pacific waters and 
that Atlantic salmon cannot successfully hybridize 
(reproduce) with Pacific salmon. 


Anyone who believes they have caught an Atlantic salmon in 
B.C. waters should keep the fish and report the capture by 
calling the ASWP toll-free reporting line at 1-800-811-6010. 
This line is closely monitored.

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Background: 


General and Economic 


In 2010, DFO assumed regulatory control for BC aquaculture management because of a 
BC Supreme Court decision. Authority is enacted via the Pacific Aquaculture 
Regulations. 

Marine finfish aquaculture continues to be perceived by some as being dangerous to wild 
populations—particularly wild salmon, resulting in resistance to industry expansion, 
particularly Atlantic salmon production. 

DFO continues to employ licence conditions and corresponding compliance measures, 
and maintains the ability to change licence conditions at any time for the conservation 
and protection of fish. 

In British Columbia, some stakeholders have turned their focus to the prospects of land- 
based, closed containment aquaculture facilities. 

While the potential for closed containment aquaculture exists, challenges—including high 
start-up costs, scalability, and reproducibility—remain. Closed containment systems are 
biologically and technologically complex, and are currently limited to use for the 
commercial production of salmon juveniles prior to transfer into net pens for final grow- 
out. No commercial-scale facilities exist that are comparable to net pen production of 
market-sized adult salmon. 

Globally, aquaculture production is increasing, while capture fisheries performance has 
flattened. Human consumption of farmed fish exceeded that of wild fish in 2014. 
Salmon, particularly farmed Atlantic salmon has become the largest single trade 
commodity (by value) within the global seafood sector, surpassing shrimp. 

Currently, aquaculture represents approximately a third of Canada’s total seafood value 
and 20% of total production. Finfish (primarily salmon) continues to account for the 
majority of production with about 80% of total volume and about 93% of total value. 
Canada is the fourth largest salmon producing country (after Norway, Chile, and 
Scotland). The production is equally shared by British Columbia and the Atlantic 
Provinces. 

More than 60% of aquaculture production is exported; nearly all of the exports are 
destined to the United States. 

The total value of aquaculture exports in 2016 was over $1.0B Salmon products accounts 
for 95% of the exports. Atlantic salmon ranks 31d in Canada’s fish and seafood exports by 
value, after lobster and snow crab. 

Most of the people working in aquaculture are younger than 40. Indigenous Canadians 
currently participate in almost 6% of all Canadian aquaculture, mostly in British 
Columbia, but also in Central and Atlantic Canada. 


Aquaculture Legislative Reform 


Purpose-built legislation for aquaculture has been discussed and recommended by 
governments and stakeholders for more than 30 years. 
Six federal departments play a role in regulating the aquaculture sector. 
The aquaculture sector is regulated at the federal level mainly by the Fisheries Act, which 
is designed for capture fisheries. 
In June 2016, the Standing Senate Committee on Fisheries and Oceans (SCOFO) tabled a 
report entitled An Ocean of Opportunities: Aquaculture in Canada which looked at the 
aquaculture legislative and regulatory frameworks in Canada, Scotland and Norway. The 
report concluded that “it is imperative that new federal aquaculture legislation be 
enacted.” 
The federal Government Response to the Senate Committee’s report, committed to 
exploring “how federal, provincial and territorial responsibilities could be clarified 
through new legislation”. 
In June 2016, the Government of Canada committed to exploring options for a Canadian 
legislative reform, including the development of an Aquaculture Act. 
At the June 2017 meeting of Canadian Council of Fisheries and Aquaculture Ministers 
(CCFAM), Ministers agreed to ask federal and provincial officials to accelerate the work 
under the CCFAM Aquaculture Development Strategy (ADS). Further, Ministers agreed 
to have Fisheries and Oceans Canada (DFO) explore the feasibility of developing federal 
aquaculture legislation that would address barriers to industry growth, safeguard the 
environment, as well as be compatible with existing provincial/territorial regimes. 
The Departmental Plan 2017-18 also committed to have consultations on the 
development of a federal Aquaculture Act aimed at providing economic sustainability to 
the industry while ensuring environmental protection and the creation of new jobs. 
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Aquaculture Vision 2030 


In response to recent, high profile events regarding aquaculture issues, the Department 
has recently started developing an initial framework for a long-term vision to support 
sustainable aquaculture in Canada; the Aquaculture 2030 Vision. On November 22, 2017, 
you announced the Department’s early thinking around this preliminary framework at 
the Canadian Aquaculture Industry Alliance (CAIA), Annual General Meeting. 
The draft Aquaculture 2030 Vision encompasses an evolving set of actions with the goal 
of achieving an aquaculture sector that is well regulated through effective science-based 
measures, and in collaboration with FPT and Indigenous governments. Increasing 
sustainable aquaculture production is essential as significant demand at home and 
abroad for high quality seafood products is expected to increase. This Vision builds on 
ongoing work by DFO, but also considers new activities, under four key streams: 

- Collaboration and Governance 

- Innovation for Sustainable Growth 

- Healthy Fish and Ecosystems 

- Transparency and Accountability 
The Vision document is positioned for further discussion with PT partners as the next 
generation of the ADS. Many of the proposed activities in the Vision will require the 
support of partners in other federal government departments and provinces/territories, 
as well as Indigenous Peoples, industry and other stakeholders to ultimately achieve the 


overarching goals.

Grieg NL Aquaculture 
s.21(1)(a) 


Grieg NL Nurseries Ltd. and Grieg NL Seafarms Ltd. have proposed a five-year, $251 
million aquaculture investment to annually produce up to 33,000 tonnes of sterile s.21(1)(b) 
European-origin Atlantic salmon in Placentia Bay. The project consists of hatchery 
construction, establishment of eleven marine farm sites, phased increases in production, 
and a new processing plant creating 325 direct jobs. 

The project has a number of regional partners including Oceans Choice International, one 
of the largest quota holders in the country, as well as the Government of NL, who 
formally committed to a $30 million equity investment subject to a memorandum of 
understanding and provincial cabinet approval. 

Grieg NL submitted requests to DFO and the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) to 
import up to 8,000,000 mixed-sex triploid salmon eggs per year from Iceland.-The CFIA 
assessed disease risks, considered pathogen risks to be appropriately mitigated by the 
Icelandic authorities, and approved importation. 

The federal-provincial Introductions and Transfers Committee assessed genetic and 
ecological risks of triploid European-origin Atlantic salmon and concluded that the 
genetic risk from interbreeding between triploid salmon farm escapes and wild salmon is 
lower than the genetic risk from interbreeding between the fertile Saint John-origin 
salmon and wild salmon, already authorized for use in aquaculture in NL. 

The Province of Newfoundland initially released Grieg’s proposal from further review 
under the provincial environment assessment process, albeit with conditions. However, 
on July 20, 2017 the Provincial Supreme Court overturned this decision and is requiring 
the project undergo an Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) under the NL 
Environmental Protection Act (EPA). 


The Province initiated the EIS process on November 9, 2017, with a 120-day requirement 
to provide EIS Guidelines to the proponent by March 8, 2018, at which point, the 
timeline will be dependent on the proponent to provide the requested information. DFO 
is a participant on the EIS Committee. 

Grieg NL and the Province jointly appealed the Provincial Supreme Court decision on 


The Atlantic Salmon Federation (ASF) and the Salmonid Council of Newfoundland and 
Labrador (an umbrella group of salmon angling interests) oppose any marine net pen 
expansion. It is very unlikely that there is any scenario in which these single-interest 

groups would support this project. 

Pending the provincial approvals, this project will require full cooperation amongst all 

players, and will respect of all federal legislation and regulations, such as the Aquaculture 
Activities Regula tions. 000295 


Indigenous Oppesitionte Fish Farms Protests 

e There are 23 salmon farms currently operating in the Broughton Archipelago. Of those 
sites, 20 are located in the claimed traditional territories of First Nations which do not 
support marine finfish aquaculture (salmon farming). 

e Since August 2017, activists (including some First Nations) have conducted protest 
activities at a number of salmon farms in the Broughton Archipelago operated by Cermaq 
and Marine Harvest Canada. Demonstrations were also held outside of DFO offices, BC 
courts and offices of local politicians. 


Protests and site occupations were initially peaceful and caused only minor delays to farm 
operations. Activities were stepped up in December, when groups entered pens on several 


sites with divers and kayaks. Several fish were allegedly removed to conduct disease 
testing. 

e On December 22, 2017, injunctions were granted by the BC Supreme Court to Cermaq 
and Marine Harvest. 

e The rulings include an enforcement clause which provides the RCMP with authority to 
arrest and remove protestors from sites if the injunction is violated. 

e Opposition to fish farms continues and a series of protests have been organized the last 


week of January and early February, including the Prime Minister's planned Town Hall in 


Nanaimo on February 2, 2018. 


e Some NGOs and local First Nations have indicated they will continue with protest s.21(1)(a) 


activities until salmon farms are removed from their claimed territory. 


Disease transfer / Morton lawsuit 

e The Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) is now the federal lead managing aquatic 
disease risks under the Health of Animals Act, and has fully implemented the National 
Aquatic Animal Health Program (NAAHP) in December 2015. The goal of the NAAHP is 
to prevent the introduction and spread of diseases within Canada. The provinces and 
industry support the risk-based approach adopted by the NAAHP. 

e With the NAAHP fully implemented, DFO is pursuing amendments to section 56 of the 
Fishery (General) Regulations to eliminate overlap in fish disease management 
responsibilities with the NAAHP. DFO will continue to support the NAAHP by providing 
diagnostic testing, research, and science advice. 

e On October 12, 2016, Ms. Alexandra Morton filed a third judicial review in the Federal 
Court pertaining to Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV). Ms. Morton alleges that PRV can cause 
the disease Heart and Skeletal Muscle Inflammation (HSMI), which may potentially 
impact wild Pacific salmon. 

e Her first judicial review alleged that our Minister improperly delegated the authority to 
issue transfer licences to the industry. The court deemed two conditions relating to 
transfers of marine finfish as having no force and effect. DFO no longer authorizes 
marine finfish movements under conditions of licence and now requires all movements to 
obtain an introduction and transfer licence. Ms. Morton discontinued her second judicial 
review in February 2017. 

e Ms. Morton's new application seeks the court to declare that DFO's policy of not testing 
for PRV and HSMI when issuing licences to transfer live fish to fish rearing facilities in 
the Pacific Region is unlawful. In addition, Ms. Morton seeks the court to declare that the 
Minister lacks the jurisdiction to licence the transfer of fish carrying diseases or disease 
agents that may be harmful to the conservation and protection of fish. 

e Itis expected that the case will be heard in January 2018. 


PRV/HSMI 


e Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) has been detected in samples of wild fish that were collected 
decades ago, and it may have been present in Pacific waters prior to expansion of the 
Atlantic salmon aquaculture industry in BC. PRV also has a known distribution from (at 
least) coastal Alaska to Washington State. 

e PRY is not listed as a reportable infectious agent by the World Organisation for Animal 
Health (OIE) or the CFIA. Neither the CFIA nor DFO regulate movements of fish based 
on the presence of PRV. 

e DFO Science reviewed the potential impacts of PRV on the west coast of North America 
and concluded that there is a low likelihood that PRV has a significant impact on wild 
Pacific salmon populations. DFO Science continues to assess the link between PRV and 
Heart and Skeletal Muscle Inflammation (HSMI) and the risks of PRV to wild fish.

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The CFIA is the lead federal authority for aquatic animal health in Canada. Via the 
National Aquatic Animal Health Program (NAAHP), and under various authorities of the 
Health of Animals Act and regulations, the CFIA is best equipped to quickly and 
effectively address aquatic disease issues, including fish processing wastewater. 

DFO is an integral partner in the NAAHP, providing the CFIA with diagnostic testing 
services, research support, and scientific advice. In the case of emerging diseases, DFO 
scientists and veterinarians work with CFIA officials to assess any fish health risks. 


Fish Processing Facility Effluent

On November 9, 2017, a letter was sent on the Minister’s behalf to Minister Heyman, with 


In September 2017, a wild salmon advocacy group circulated video footage of blood and 
other effluent coming from the Brown's Bay Packing Company fish processing plant in 
BC. According to group representatives, the effluent had been tested and revealed the 
presence of PRV. This advocacy group also contributed to the recent W5 program on BC 
fish farms. 

The videographer of the first video also performed a subsequent dive under a plant in 
Tofino that processes farmed salmon and took samples of effluent. According to his 
testing, approximately half of the rockfish in the area that feed on the waste from the 


a copy to the Honourable Lana Popham, BC Minister of Agriculture, and the Honourable 
Catherine McKenna, Minister of ECCC, outlining the interests of DFO and ECCC in 
protecting wild fish and preventing pollution. The letter concluded with a 
recommendation for DFO, ECCC, and the Province of BC to undertake a review of policies 
respecting discharge from fish processing plants and to take any additional steps that 
may be required to ensure potential risks are identified and addressed. 

Since then, both the provincial Ministry of Environment and ECCC have initiated s.21(1)(a) 
investigations based on their respective areas of regulatory responsibility. 8.21005) 
In response to a request by provincial officials, DFO Science collected samples during the 
first week of December to test samples for the presence of pathogens, including PRV. All 
samples tested positive for PRV. A Rapid Science Response has been completed and 
provided to the Province of BC. In November, the Province of BC began reviewing the 
current discharge permit for the Brown’s Bay plant and referred a draft of an updated 
permit to DFO (Aquaculture Management Division, Pacific Region) for comment / input. 
No comments have been provided to date. 

On December 20, 2017, the Province of BC announced a broader review of the regulations 
and discharge permitting process related to fish plants and the use of pesticides to treat 
sea lice. 

Under the existing legislative and regulatory environment, management of effluent from 
processing plants is a shared responsibility, involving ECCC, the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency (CFIA), and the Province of British Columbia. 

Specifically, fish processing facility effluent is managed by the Province through permits 
issued under the authority of the Environmental Management Act by the provincial 
Ministry of Environment and Climate Change Strategy. 

Under the Health of Animals Act, the CFIA may also require controls on effluent during 
the management of a disease outbreak or disease detection if affected aquatic animals are 
to be processed. In such a case, the CFIA would work with the facility on their 
biocontainment procedures to ensure that both solid and liquid wastes will not result in 
spread of the disease from the facility. 

DFO is not responsible for regulating effluent from fish processing facilities, therefore 
does not audit or monitor this discharge. However, the Department’s comprehensive 
monitoring and auditing program of farmed fish in BC provides it with confidence that 
pathogens that cause a significant risk to wild salmon are being addressed prior to 
harvest, which then minimizes risks when effluent is discharged. 

Further, when farmed fish are harvested at an aquaculture facility, DFO’s conditions of 
licence require the containment of blood within the harvest vessel and prevent its release 
into the marine environment. The CFIA assumes regulatory oversight, from a food safety 
perspective, once harvested aquaculture products enter the processing facility.

Cooke Aquaculture Incident 


On August 19, 2017, a Cooke Aquaculture net-pen containing 305,000 Atlantic salmon 
collapsed about 40 kilometres east of Vancouver Island’s southern tip near the San Juan 
Islands, Washington. 000297 


e The New Brunswick-based company removed 145,851 salmon from the collapsed net- 
pen. In addition, Cooke crews captured 388 escaped salmon using beach seines under an 
emergency permit issued by the Washington State’s Department of Fish and Wildlife 
(WDFW). 

e The WDFW have urged the public to catch as many of the fish as possible. In Canada, 
DFO is not increasing angling efforts, in order to minimize pressure on Chinook and 
Sockeye salmon. 

e Initial reports indicated, a total of 200,722 (extracted by the company and caught by 
anglers and Indigenous fishermen) Atlantic salmon out of the total of 305,000 Atlantic 
salmon are were accounted for-at-this-point. 

e However, a report based on an investigation by the state government indicated that only 
57,000 of the escaped fish have been caught. The report also indicated that structural 
failure resulted from Cooke’s failure to adequately clean the nets of mussels and other 
marine organisms, which increased drag and weight on the nets. 

e Cooke was subsequently fined $332,000.00 for violating Washington State water quality 
laws. The state government also intends to terminate Cooke's lease to operate the salmon 
farm but Cooke filed a lawsuit to challenge this on January 4, 2018. 

e DFO is closely monitoringed-the situation-As-en additional monitoring step, DFO wi 
and surveyed streams in the fall of 2017 in areas potentially affected by this event. The 
Department did not detect any significant impacts. 

e Research has shown that there is a low likelihood of these Atlantic salmon surviving and 
establishing themselves in Pacific waters. 

e In Canada, provinces where finfish are cultured in the marine environment have strict 
provincial (Atlantic) and federal (BC) requirements for avoiding breaches of containment 
and/or reporting escapes. ;

Contexte 


e En 2010, Pêches et Océans Canada a été chargé du contrôle réglementaire de la gestion 
du secteur de l'aquaculture en Colombie-Britannique à la suite d’un arrêt rendu par la 
Cour supréme de cette province. Les pouvoirs sont enchassés dans le Réglement du 
Pacifique sur l'aquaculture. L'aquaculture marine des poissons à nageoires est toujours 
percue comme présentant des dangers pour les populations de poissons sauvages, en 
particulier pour les saumons sauvages, ce qui donne lieu à une opposition à l'expansion 
de l'industrie, notamment de la production de saumon de l’Atlantique. 

e Le Ministère continue d'établir les conditions de permis et les mesures de conformité qui 
les accompagnent et demeure libre de modifier ces conditions à tout moment pour 
assurer la conservation et la protection des poissons. 

e En Colombie-Britannique, certains intervenants se sont tournés vers les perspectives 
offertes par l'aquaculture en parcs clos. 

e Bien que l'aquaculture en parc clos soit possible, des défis, à commencer par les coûts de 
démarrage élevés, l'extensibilité et la reproductibilité, demeurent. Les systèmes de parcs 
clos sont complexes sur les plans biologique et technologique. Leur utilisation est 
actuellement limitée à la production commerciale de saumons juvéniles avant leur 
transfert dans des cages à filet pour achever leur croissance. Il n'existe pas d'installation 
d'envergure commerciale comparable à la production en cages à filet de saumons adultes 
de taille commerciale. 

e À l'échelle mondiale, la production aquacole augmente alors que le rendement des pêches 
sauvages stagne. La consommation humaine de poissons d'élevage a dépassé celle des 
poissons sauvages en 2014. 

Lee saumon, en particulier le saumon atlantique d'élevage, est devenu le produit le plus 
commercialisé (sur le plan de la valeur) du secteur global des produits de la mer, 
dépassant la crevette. 

e L'aquaculture représente actuellement environ un tiers de la valeur totale du secteur 
canadien des produits de la mer et 20 % de sa production totale. Le poisson (surtout le 
saumon) constitue toujours la majorité de la production, avec à peu près 80 % du volume 
total et 93 % de la valeur totale. 

e Le Canada est le quatrième producteur mondial de saumon d'élevage, derrière la 
Norvège, le Chili et l'Écosse. La production est partagée également entre la Colombie- 
Britannique et les provinces de l'Atlantique. 

Plus de 60 % de la production aquacole est exportée; presque toutes les exportations sont 


destinées aux États-Unis. 
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e La valeur totale des exportations de produits de l'aquaculture était plus de un milliard de 


dollars en 2016. Ces exportations étaient composées à 95% de produits à base de saumon. 


Le saumon de l’Atlantique se classe 3e parmi les exportations canadiennes de poisson et 
de fruit de mer sur le plan de la valeur, derrière le homard et le crabe des neiges. 

e La plupart des gens qui travaillent dans l'aquaculture ont moins de 40 ans. Les 
Autochtones canadiens participent actuellement à près de 6 % de l'ensemble de 
l'aquaculture canadienne, surtout en Colombie-Britannique, mais aussi dans les régions 
du Centre et du Canada atlantique. 


Réforme législative de l'aquaculture 


e Ilya plus de trente ans que les intervenants et les gouvernements discutent d'une loi 
concue spécialement pour l'aquaculture et en recommandent l'adoption. 


e Six ministères fédéraux jouent un rôle dans la réglementation du secteur de l'aquaculture. 


e Au niveau fédéral, le secteur de l'aquaculture est essentiellement réglementé par la Loi 
sur les péches, concue pour les péches sauvages. 


e En juin 2016, le Comité sénatorial permanent des pêches et des océans (CPPO) a présenté 


un rapport intitulé « Un océan de possibilités : L'aquaculture au Canada », dans lequel il 
étudie le cadre législatif et réglementaire de l'aquaculture au Canada, en Écosse et en 
Norvège. Il conclut ainsi dans ce rapport qu'« il est impératif d'adopter une nouvelle loi 
fédérale sur l'aquaculture ». 

e Dans sa réponse au rapport du Comité sénatorial, le gouvernement fédéral s'est engagé à 


étudier « comment une nouvelle législation pourrait clarifier les responsabilités fédérales, 


provinciales et territoriales ». 

e En juin 2016, le gouvernement du Canada s'est engagé à étudier des options pour 
procéder à une réforme législative canadienne, notamment l'élaboration d'une loi sur 
l'aquaculture. 

e A la réunion de juin 2017 du Conseil canadien des ministres des pêches et de 
l'aquaculture (CCMPA), les ministres ont convenu de demander aux représentants 
fédéraux et provinciaux d'accélérer les travaux dans le cadre de la Stratégie de 
développement de l'aquaculture (SDA) du CCMPA. De plus, les ministres ont chargé 
Péches et Océans Canada (MPO) d'étudier la possibilité d'élaborer une loi fédérale sur 
l'aquaculture qui léverait les obstacles qui entravent la croissance de l'industrie, 
protégerait l'environnement et serait compatible avec les régimes provinciaux ou 
territoriaux existants. 


e Le plan ministériel de 2017-2018 contient aussi l'engagement de mener des consultations 


sur l'élaboration d'une loi fédérale de l'aquaculture qui vise à maintenir la durabilité 


économique de l'industrie tout en assurant la protection de l'environnement et la création 


d'emplois. 


Vision de l'aquaculture 2030 


En réponse aux événements récents et trés médiatisés concernant les questions 
aquacoles, le Ministére a récemment commencé à élaborer un cadre initial pour définir 
une vision à long terme visant à soutenir l'aquaculture durable au Canada : la Vision de 
l'aquaculture 2030. Le 22 novembre 2017, vous avez annoncé les premiéres réflexions du 
Ministére sur ce cadre préliminaire lors de l'Assemblée générale annuelle de l'Alliance de 
l'Alliance de l'industrie canadienne de l'aquaculture (AICA). 

e La version préliminaire de la Vision de l'aquaculture 2030 englobe un éventail 
dynamique d'actions dont l'objectif est un secteur de l'aquaculture bien réglementé au 
moyen de mesures fondées sur la science, en collaboration avec les partenaires F-P-T et 
les gouvernements autochtones. L'augmentation de la production aquacole durable est 
essentielle étant donné que la demande importante au pays et à l'étranger à l'égard des 


fruits de mer de grande qualité devrait augmenter. Cette vision se fonde sur les travaux en 


cours du MPO, mais tient compte également des nouvelles activités, selon quatre volets 
principaux : 

- Collaboration et gouvernance 

- Innovation pour une croissance durable 

- Poissons et écosystémes en santé 

- Transparence et obligation de rendre compte 


Lee document qui définit la Vision fera l'objet d'autres discussions avec les partenaires P-T 


en tant que prochaine génération de Stratégie de développement de l'aquaculture. Bon 
nombre des activités proposées dans la Vision nécessiteront l'appui des partenaires au 
sein d'autres ministères fédéraux et provinces/territoires, ainsi que des peuples 
autochtones, de l'industrie et d'autres intervenants pour atteindre les objectifs globaux. 


Projet d'aquaculture de Grieg à T.-N.-L. 
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La Province a amorcé la processus d'EIE le 9 novembre 2017, avec un délai do 120 jours 


Grieg NL Nurseries Ltd. Et Grieg NL Seafarms Ltd. ont proposé un investissement en 
aquaculture de 251 millions de dollars sur 5 ans pour produire 33 000 tonnes de saumon 
de l'Atlantique stérile de souche européenne dans la baie Placentia. Le projet vise la 
construction d'une écloserie, l'établissement de 11 sites d'élevage en milieu marin, des 
hausses graduelles de la production et la construction d'une nouvelle usine de 
transformation qui créeront 325 nouveaux emplois directs. 

Le projet compte un certain nombre de partenaires régionaux, dont Oceans Choice 
International, l'un des plus grands détenteurs de quota du pays, ainsi que le 
gouvernement de Terre-Neuve-et-Labrador, qui s'est officiellement engagé à investir 

30 millions en capitaux propres, sous réserve de la conclusion d'un protocole d'entente et 
de l'approbation du cabinet provincial. 

Grieg NL a présenté à Péches et Océans Canada (MPO) et à l'Agence canadienne 
d'inspection des aliments (ACIA) des demandes d'autorisation pour importer chaque 
année d'Islande jusqu'à huit millions d'œufs de saumons triploides des deux sexes. 
L'ACIA a évalué les risques de maladies, a considéré que les autorités islandaises 
atténuaient convenablement les risques pathogénes et a approuvé l'importation. 

Le Comité fédéral-provincial des introductions et des transferts a évalué les risques 
écologiques et génétiques que pose le saumon de l'Atlantique triploide de souche 
européenne et a conclu que le risque génétique du croisement entre des saumons 
triploides d'élevage fugitifs et des saumons sauvages était plus faible que le risque 
génétique d'hybridation entre les saumons fertiles de Saint John et les saumons sauvages, 
déjà autorisée dans le cadre de l'aquaculture à Terre-Neuve-et- Labrador. 

Au départ, la province de Terre-Neuve-et-Labrador a dégagé le projet d'aquaculture de 
Grieg de tout autre examen par le processus provincial d'évaluation environnementale, 
quoique sous certaines conditions. Cependant, le 20 juillet 2017, la Cour supréme de la 
province a infirmé cette décision et exige désormais que le projet fasse l'objet d'un énoncé 
des incidences environnementales (EIE) en vertu de la Environmental Protection Act de 
Terre-Neuve-et- Labrador. 


pour fournir des recommandations relatives à l'EIE au promoteur avant le 8 mars 2018. 
Le calendrier dépendra alors de la date à laquelle le promoteur fournira l'information 
demandée. Le MPO est membre du Comité de l'EIE. 

Grieg NL et la province ont conjointement interjeté appel de la décision de la Cour 
supréme provinciale le 14/15 décembre 2017, bien qu'une décision n'ait pas encore été 
rendue. 


La Fédération du saumon de l'Atlantique (FSA) et le Salmonid Council of Newfoundland 
and Labrador (un groupe de coordination des intéréts de la péche au saumon à la ligne) 
s'opposent à toute expansion des parcs en filet marins. Il est trés peu probable qu'un 
scénario, quel qu'il soit, pour ce projet remporte l'appui de ces groupes d'intéréts ciblés. 
En attendant les approbations provinciales, ce projet nécessitera une pleine coopération 
entre tous les intervenants et respectera de l'ensemble des lois fédérales et des réglements 
connexes, tels que le Règlement sur les activités d'aquaculture.

Opposition des Autochtones aux exploitations aquacoles s.21(1)(a) 
* Ilyaactuellement 23 fermes salmonicoles en exploitation dans l'archipel Broughton. — 21 (10b) 


Parmi celles-ci, 20 sont situées dans des territoires traditionnels revendiqués par des 
Premiéres Nations qui ne soutiennent pas la pisciculture marine (salmoniculture). 
Depuis aoüt 2017, des militants (y compris certaines Premiéres Nations) ont mené des 
activités de protestation dans un certain nombre de fermes salmonicoles de l'archipel 
Broughton exploitées par Cermaq et Marine Harvest Canada. Des manifestations ont 
également eu lieu devant les bureaux du MPO, les tribunaux de la Colombie-Britannique 
et les bureaux de politiciens locaux. 

Au départ, les manifestations et les occupations de site étaient pacifiques et ne causaient 
que des retards mineurs aux activités aquacoles. Les activités ont pris de l'ampleur en 
décembre lorsque les groupes se sont mis à entrer dans les parcs sur plusieurs sites avec 


des plongeurs et des kayaks. Plusieurs poissons auraient été prélevés pour subir des tests 
de dépistage de maladies. 
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Le 22 décembre 2017, la Cour suprême de la Colombie-Britannique a accordé des 
injonctions à Cermaq et Marine Harvest. 

Ces jugements comprenaient une clause exécutoire qui conférait à la GRC le pouvoir 
d’arréter et de retirer les manifestants des sites si ces derniers contrevenaient à 
l'injonction. 

Les Premiéres Nations locales ont indiqué qu'elles continueront de manifester jusqu'à ce 
que les fermes salmonicoles soient retirées du territoire qu'elles revendiquent. 


Transmission de maladies et procés Morton 


L'Agence canadienne d'inspection des aliments (ACIA) est désormais l'organisme fédéral 
responsable de la gestion des risques de maladie pour les animaux aquatiques en vertu de 
la Loi sur la santé des animaux et a pleinement mis en ceuvre le Programme national sur 
la santé des animaux aquatiques (PNSAA) en décembre 2015. L'objectif du PNSAA est de 
prévenir l'introduction et la propagation des maladies au Canada. Les provinces et 
l'industrie appuient l'approche fondée sur le risque adoptée par le PNSAA. 

Maintenant que le PNSAA est pleinement mis en ceuvre, le MPO amendera l'article 56 du 
Réglement de péche (dispositions générales) afin d'éliminer le chevauchement des 
responsabilités en matiére de gestion des maladies du poisson avec le PNSAA. Le MPO 
continuera d'appuyer le PNSAA en effectuant des tests diagnostiques, en menant de la 
recherche et en fournissant des avis scientifiques. 

Le 12 octobre 2016, Mme Alexandra Morton a déposé un troisiéme contróle judiciaire 
devant la Cour fédérale concernant le réovirus pisciaire. Mme Morton prétend que le 
réovirus pisciaire peut causer l'inflammation des muscles squelettiques et cardiaques 
(HSMI), ce qui pourrait avoir des répercussions sur le saumon sauvage du Pacifique. 
Dans son premier contróle judiciaire, elle alléguait que notre ministre avait abusivement 
délégué le pouvoir de délivrer des permis de transfert à l'industrie. La Cour a jugé que 
deux conditions concernant les transferts de poissons marins sont nulles et sans effet. Le 
MPO n'autorise plus les déplacements de poissons dans les conditions de permis et exige 
maintenant que tous les déplacements fassent l'objet d'un permis d'introduction et de 
transfert. Mme Morton a annulé son deuxiéme contróle judiciaire en février 2017. 

Dans sa nouvelle demande, Mme Morton demande au tribunal de déclarer que la 
politique du MPO de ne pas procéder à des analyses visant à déceler le réovirus pisciaire 
et la HSMI lorsqu'il délivre un permis de transfert de poissons vivants dans des 
installations d'élevage dans la région du Pacifique est illégale. Elle demande également au 
tribunal de déclarer que le ministre n'est pas compétent pour autoriser les transferts de 
poissons porteurs de maladies ou d'agents pathogènes susceptibles de nuire à la 
conservation et à la protection du poisson.

Réovirus pisciaire/Inflammation des muscles squelettiques et cardiaques 


Le réovirus pisciaire a été détecté dans les échantillons de poissons sauvages qui ont été 
prélevés il y a des dizaines d'années, et il pourrait avoir été présent dans les eaux du 
Pacifique avant l'expansion de l'industrie aquacole du saumon atlantique en Colombie- 
Britannique. On sait également que le réovirus est répandu (à tout le moins) des cótes de 
l'Alaska jusqu'à l'État de Washington. 

Le réovirus pisciaire ne fait pas partie des maladies répertoriées qui doivent étre signalées 
à l'Organisation mondiale de la santé animale (OMSA) ou à l'Agence canadienne 
d'inspection des aliments (ACIA). Ni l'ACIA ni le MPO ne réglemente les déplacements de 
poisson en fonction de la présence du réovirus pisciaire. 

Le Secteur des sciences du MPO a examiné les effets possibles du réovirus pisciaire sur la 
cóte ouest de l'Amérique du Nord et conclu qu'il est peu probable que le réovirus en 
question ait d'importants effets sur les populations de saumon du Pacifique. Il continue 
d'évaluer le lien entre le réovirus pisciaire et l'inflammation des muscles squelettiques et 
cardiaques (HSMI) ainsi que les risques du réovirus pisciaire pour les poissons sauvages. 
L'ACIA est le responsable fédéral de la santé des animaux au Canada. Gráce au 
Programme national sur la santé des animaux aquatiques (PNSAA) et aux divers pouvoirs 
qui lui sont conférés par la Loi sur la santé des animaux et ses réglements, l'ACIA est 
bien équipée pour régler rapidement et efficacement les problémes liés aux maladies 
aquatiques, notamment aux eaux usées des usines de transformation du poisson. 

Le MPO est un partenaire à part entiére du PNSAA et fournit des services de diagnostic, 
un soutien à la recherche et des avis scientifiques à l'ACIA. Dans le cas des maladies 
émergentes, les scientifiques et les vétérinaires du MPO travaillent avec des 
fonctionnaires de l'ACIA afin d'évaluer les risques pour la santé des poissons. 000301

Effluents des installations de transformation du poisson s.21(1)(b) 


En septembre 2017, un groupe de défense du saumon sauvage a fait circuler une séquence 
vidéo montrant du sang et d’autres effluents provenant de l’usine de transformation du 
poisson de Brown’s Bay Packing Company en C.-B. Selon les représentants du groupe, les 
effluents ont été testés et on y aurait détecté la présence du réovirus pisciaire. Ce groupe 
de défense a également contribué à la récente émission de W5 sur les exploitations 
aquacoles en C.-B. 

Le vidéographe de la premiére vidéo a également fait une plongée par la suite sous une 
usine à Tofino qui transforme le saumon d'élevage et y a prélevé des échantillons 
d'effluents. D'aprés ses tests, environ la moitié des sébastes de la région qui se 
nourrissent des déchets des tuyaux d'évacuation d'effluents était atteinte du réovirus 


pisciaire. 


Le 9 novembre 2017, une lettre a été envoyée au nom du ministre à l'intention du 


ministre Heyman, dont une copie à l'honorable Lana Popham, ministre de l'Agriculture 
de la Colombie-Britannique, ainsi qu'à l'honorable Catherine McKenna, ministre de 
l'Environnement et Changement climatique Canada, soulignant les intéréts du MPO et 
d'ECCC dans la protection des poissons sauvages et la prévention de la pollution.

Plus précisément, les effluents des usines de transformation du poisson sont gérés par la 
province par le biais d'autorisations délivrées en vertu de la Environmental Management 
Act par le BC Ministry of Environment and Climate Change Strategy (ministére de 
l'Environnement et de l'Action en matiére de changement climatique de la C.-B.). 

En vertu de la Loi sur la santé des animaux, Y ACIA peut également exiger des mesures de 
contróle des effluents lors de la gestion des cas d'épidémie ou de la détection des maladies 
si des animaux aquatiques infectés sont transformés. En pareil cas, l'ACIA collaborerait 
avec l'usine en vue de revoir ses procédures de bioconfinement pour s'assurer que les 
déchets solides et liquides n'entraineront pas la propagation de la maladie à partir de 
l'usine. 

Le MPO n'est pas responsable de la réglementation des effluents provenant des usines de 
transformation du poisson; par conséquent, il ne vérifie pas ni ne surveille le rejet.

e On January 30, 2018 a report on the investigation and panel review of the 2017 Cooke Aquaculture’s Washington 
State Cypress Island Net Pen Failure was released. 

e AMD is currently reviewing the investigation and panel review report on the Cooke Aquaculture escape in 
Washington State to better understand what occurred and if there are lessons to be learned from this incident. 

e  DFO's Pacific Aquaculture Regulations and Conditions of Licence for aquaculture in BC require licence holders to 
take various fish escape prevention measures including maintaining cages and nets; we are considering whether any 
further mitigations measures should be required in the future.

Aquaculture Science Advisory Panel 
e February 2, the Minister announced that he has asked Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, Dr. Mona Nemer, to lead an 


independent expert panel on aquaculture science. 

e The panel is to provide recommendations on “the appropriate use and consideration of scientific evidence in 
protecting the marine environment in decision-making on aquaculture” as well as “advice on the communication of 
this science, and associated decisions, to Canadians". 

A terms of reference for the panel as well participant a list has been drafted and sent to the DM and MINO for 
review. 


Provincial and First Nations Meeting on Finfish Aquaculture in the Broughton Archipelago 
e OnJanuary 30, 2018, Ministers and senior officials of the province of British Columbia met with First Nation 


governments from the Broughton Archipelago in Vancouver to discuss tenure renewals in the Broughton area that 
area expiring in June 2018. At the request of the Province, DFO officials also attended this meeting. 
e First Nations expressed their desire for negotiations to remain between Provincial and First Nations governments 
and requested that DFO not participate in future meetings related to this process. 
e Following the meeting, Provincial and First Nations governments issued a joint statement expressing the 
participants' intent to honor the implementation of the United Nations Declaration on the Rights of Indigenous 
Peoples, and confirmed "a consent-based government-to-government process focused on the current fish farm 
operations in the Broughton area, and the protection of wild salmon." 


Broughton updates: 
e Although occupiers remain at Swanson and Midsummer protest sites, provisions of the injunction are being 


respected (i.e. no trespass on tenures) 

e OnJan 26" there was an incident with one of the boats transporting fish to the Marine Harvest Midsummer Island 
site. A protest boat entered the vessel's navigational route, requiring it to change course to avoid a potential 
collision. 

e The RCMP are currently investigating.

Hi Jason — 


We've had an RFI request this morning of a somewhat urgent nature — there is an expectation of protests @ the DFO 
Victoria office commencing again as the protestors who chained the DFO front door in late January were advised that 
charges against them were dropped. Saanich PD advised C&P staff that the protestors indicated to Saanich PD they 
‘want their day in court’ and that DFO staff should be on high alert for protest action to re-appear at the Victoria C&P 
DFO site (Commerce Circle). 


What C&P is seeking from us is help assembling a product which outlines, for a judge, the rationale for DFO seeking an 
injunction order. While it is up to C&P to establish that, they need some assistance putting together a brief product 
which outlines the history (synopsis bullet point form history of events) as well as an assessment of 3 things: 
1. Likelihood of the POI’s to pose a further/future safety concern to staff at the DFO Victoria C&P Office (the last 
protest involved chaining the DFO front doors and a refusal to unchain them, while staff was in the building, 


which is a very concerning safety risk)

2. Likelihood of the POI’s to pose a further/future risk to operational use of the DFO Victoria C&P Office (on 2 
protest events, staff was impeded from being able to move work vehicles in and out of the compound at that 
office and for safety reasons (see bullet above), staff was moved to another work location which impeded 
operational work plans. 

3. Likelihood of the POI's to impede the Public from accessing services at the DFO Victoria C&P Office 


And perhaps a brief statement re: risks involved on any of the 3 items above not being risk managed as much as 
possible. 


This concern came to light yesterday as Saanich PD advised they were dropping all charges against the 2 individuals 
arrested in January 2018, and that at least 1 of those POls declared they still want their day in court. Note that 1 of the 2 
POl’s was also arrested at this DFO site in December 2017; it is highly likely she has escalated to chaining up the DFO 
front doors after she had those December charges dropped against her as well (I have been advised she had told DFO 
staff she would not go away and wanted to go to court). 


In light of the fact that Nitasha and | were already tasked at keeping an eye out for concerning comments or actions by 
these POl's, Nitasha and | have already been discussing assisting the C&P Officers with this RFI.

Said they go to the Red Barn Market or get picked | 
up by vehicle for bathroom use. A female was observed by a Commerce Circle property tenant 
going to the bathroom in the treed area behind the warehouse. This was at 5am Monday 
morning. (RO ProtestCamp3) 


C&P were alerted to plans for a rally at the DFO office that is scheduled for December 14, 2017 
at 12:00pm. FO Cormie contacted Saanich PD's lead investigator for this file, Sgt Andy Stuart. 
she alerted him to the upcoming protest and learned that they did not have plans to attend at 
this point. 


FO's Cormie and Osselton met with | one of the protesters associated with the tent 
erected next to the DFO warehouse. FO's learned that she had had a meeting with the property 
owner (possibly property manager), but she was not made aware of any sanitation concerns. 
She explained to the FO's that they are picked up in the morning and the afternoon/evenings 
every day to use facilities elsewhere. She was protesting in order to have the aquaculture 
permits revoked. She also wants to bring more awareness to the issue so that hopefully new 
solutions can be considered for fish farming practices.

Saanich Police Department arrested one protester, the main representative of the camp at the 
Victoria DFO office. The protesters later took down the camp next to DFO's warehouse. The 
protest rep indicated that she may come back to the property in front of DFO's front doors to 
continue the protest.

A group of approximately 11 people stood near the street above the DFO office and chanted in 
protest. They also yelled through the window at one of the C&P employees.

After the initial appraisal has been communicated to the response team leader, the leader

The management contact and the procedure for notifying management are set out in 
Annex E: Management Notification. 


Upon arriving at the site, the facilities rep (PWGSC) performs a detailed assessment of 
the facility, its infrastructure (e.g. power, water, etc.) and its contents (furnishings, 
carpets, etc) and the systems rep performs a detailed assessment of the systems 
(networks, computers and software). 

In the event expert help is required, facility and systems reps have a list of contacts (e.g. 
structural engineers, electrical engineers, air conditioning technicians, database 
specialists, etc.). | 

In the event there is any specialised equipment (e.g. scientific equipment) necessary for 
the continuity of any essential functions, procedures and contact names for each type of 
equipment will also be included in Annex C: Safety and Security Contacts. 
Assessments may involve the performance of tests to help ascertain the degree of damage 
and the safety of the facilities and systems for use. 

Assessments will be performed in accordance with the procedures and using the dam 
assessment report set out in Annex G: Damage Assessment. 

Assessments are submitted to the response team leader.

The response team will initiate and co-ordinate the fan out process for Notifying Non- 
Essential Staff what is expected of them (e.g. remain at home or come to work). 
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While all of the above are standard actions, which tend to be carried out regardless of the 
nature of the incident (e.g. fire, flood, winter storm, etc.), there are also incident-specific 
response actions that may be undertaken. | 

Incident-specific responses are unique to a fire, or a flood, or a building occupation, to be 
carried out in concert with the standard actions identified above.

Once management has declared a significant incident, the response team leader contacts 
the continuity team leaders and advises them to implement their continuity plans and 
procedures.

| the response team leader, the management team makes the decision to declare a

| would highly recommend that staff are made aware of the potential risk of escalating protests and take notice towards 
any disruptive activity, peaceful or not. Given that intention is to get arrested, the risk for harm is significantly 
high whether the harm is against staff or assets. She has attempted to “get her day in court” by previously trespassing 
and for mischief and was not successful. She could potentially cause more harm this time around given that she is 
eagerly seeking a day in court. 


Please note that a video was posted on Facebook page asking for guidance from the gigames and 
matriachs on how to proceed as the federal prosecutor has advised her that he won't be approving charges. He has 
apparently offered her a sit down meeting with DFO so she is waiting for guidance from people to see what her next 
steps will be. Below is a loose transcription of the video. 


“Federal prosecutor not approving the latest charges of mischief against so we are not even on the 
docket. His counter offer is that “we” (the matriachs and gigames) can set up a meeting with DFO. There would be no 
limit for our people to be allowed in to answer and to question these people and put some hard pressure on them. He 
offered the way of being able to do it. She said she thanked him and takes the guidance of the gigames and matriachs 
so I’m putting it out there. | have never had any intention of talking to the DFO or from the government because my 
position has always been that the gigames and the matriachs need to be at the table. I’m awaiting word from 
everybody on this. Can you let me know how to proceed? | have his phone number and | can give it to the gigames that 
want to start setting this upor just want to answer to the guy about the charges. This is really interesting news because 
they definitely don’t want me in court, they don’t want this on file anywhere.

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impact Statement — Protestors on Farm Sites 


The Aquaculture conditions of licence and Health Management Plan serves to ensure good fish health 
and welfare conditions. The licence holder commits to complying with principles, concepts and required 
elements contained within the above documents, and DFO fish health staff audit this compliance. 
Disease causing agents may be spread by infected fish (wild or cultured) through the water, direct 
contact between fish, fecal-oral, vertically or via fomites (e.g. vessels, equipment, personnel, and 
visitors). The biosecurity measures in place on farm sites serve to reduce the risk of transmission of 
pathogens and require the cleaning and disinfection of everything entering or exiting the farm which 
may contact, or have contacted, fish. Consequences of not following strict biosecurity protocols as 
outlined in the Fisheries and Oceans finfish aquaculture conditions of licence and accompanying health 
management plans will put the fish on the farms at risk of exposure to pathogens resulting disease. 


On December 1, 2017, three sites in the Broughton archipelago (Burdwood, Wicklow and Potts Bay) 
were boarded by protestors, Potts Bay being a brood stock facility. Kayaks and divers from the protest 
group were placed inside the fish pens; protestors also captured live salmon for photo and video 
opportunities. Bringing marine vessels, kayaks, personnel and divers to an aquaculture facility and into a 
pen full of fish without following the company’s biosecurity protocols, has increased the risk of 
pathogen introduction and disease onto the sites. Within pen activities by the protestors induces stress 
in the fish, the most serious of which is needless netting and handling without using sedation or 
anaesthesia to address the stress and welfare concerns. . 


Not confirmed but suspected, the protestors travelled between one company’s production facilities to 
another company's brood facility. The potential pathogen introduction in the face of stress-induced 
immunosuppression are impacts of disease outbreaks for each of the farms, potentially the 
neighbouring farms, and in the case of Potts Bay, the germline of that company’s brood stock program 
which, depending on the disease could risk infection in the egg and in turn, dissemination of disease to 
all farms that the progeny are transferred to.

Pacific Caucus recommendations to transition to closed-containment finfish production for British 


Columbia 


The Liberal Pacific Caucus sent a set of recommendations to Minister Leblanc (dated December 6, 
2017) regarding transitioning to closed-containment finfish production for British Columbia 
n)!!! A communications 
approach is also proposed by the caucus. _ i 
The Pacific Caucus recommendations were heard by the national Liberal Caucus this week. It is not 
known at this time how the recommendations were received. 

British Columbia represents approximately 51% of the total Canadian aquaculture production. 


There are already many FNs that support marine aquaculture in BC, with 20 formal agreements with 
first nations covering approximately 75% of production. Only in the Broughton Archipelago is there 
deep disagreement. This policy change would impose the results of a disagreement in one small 
area onto the entire province. 

There are currently no commercial scale land-based Atlantic salmon production facilities operating 
at a profit in the world - and none above 1,000 tonne harvest. Currently, BC production is just under 
100,000 tonnes. Various economic models (including DFO’s) indicate the economics are tenuous at 
best, and very sensitive to externalities beyond the control of the operator. 

The overall proposed approach fails to take into consideration the big picture of what is affecting all 
aquatic populations globally and the aim of reducing environmental impacts is misleading; land- 
based closed containment simply shifts the environmental impacts from local to more global. Life- 
cycle analysis shows that salmon raised in net-pens are the most efficient and environmental major 
protein source (30% less than chicken which is #2). DFO’s peer-reviewed risk assessments indicate a 
low overall risk to the health of wild salmon in BC from farmed Atlantic salmon, as least from a 
disease perspective. 


Washington State Senate Bill Banning Salmon Aquaculture Passed 


A bill calling for a ban on salmon farms in Washington State passed in the senate February 8. If 
approved by the House, Atlantic salmon net-pen farming in Washington will end after current leases 
expire by 2025. | 

The bill follows the August 19 collapse of a net-pen farm owned by Cooke Aquaculture of New 
Brunswick. The collapse allowed tens of thousands of Atlantic salmon to escape into Puget Sound, 
raising fears they would stress wild native salmon or otherwise contaminate the marine 
environment in Washington and British Columbia. 

The public debate in Washington may add support to the BC Liberal Caucus’ recommendation to 
transition salmon aquaculture to land-based production.

It is expected that dhe upcoming meeting may 
generate negative comments in the media and social media regarding DFO's approach to fish health 
and proposal to amend FGR s56. 


Investigation and Panel Review of the Cooke Aquaculture 2017 Cypress Island Net Pen Failure 

e On January 30, 2018 a report on the investigation and panel review of the 2017 Cooke Aquaculture's 
Washington State Cypress Island Net Pen Failure was released. 

e Fisheries and Oceans Canada is currently reviewing the investigation and panel review report on the 
Cooke Aquaculture escape in Washington State. 

e  DFO's Pacific Aquaculture Regulations and Conditions of Licence for Aquaculture have been 
implemented and enforced to mitigate the risks raised by the report in the area of biofouling and 
structural integrity of the cages and associated infrastructure. 


Aquaculture Science Advisory Panel 


e February 2, Minister announced that he has asked Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, Dr. Mona Nemer, 
to lead an independent expert panel on aquaculture science. 

e The panel is to provide recommendations on the use of science related to aquaculture decisions in 
protecting the marine environment both on how departmental science should be best 
communicated and how it is used in decision making. 

ə We are expecting proposed revisions to the Terms of Reference from Dr. Nemer's office shortly. 
These will be finalized shortly after. As well, a list of suggested experts has been shared with Dr. 
Nemer's office. A staff person has been identified to provide support to Dr. Nemer. CAIA has also 
suggested names which were provided directly to the Panel. 

e We have received inquiries on the panel from CFIA, CAIA and the provinces of Quebec and British 
Columbia. No major concerns have been raised to date. 

e We are in the process of preparing briefing materials for an anticipated first round of briefings with 
the Chief Science Advisor. 


Provincial and First Nations Meeting on Finfish Aquaculture in the Broughton Archipelago 


e On January 30, 2018, Ministers and senior officials of the province of British Columbia met with First 
Nation governments from the Broughton Archipelago in Vancouver to discuss tenure renewals in 
the Broughton area that are expiring in June 2018. At the request of the Province, DFO officials also 
attended this meeting. s.19(1) 
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First Nations expressed their desire for negotiations to remain between Provincial and First Nations 
governments and requested that DFO not participate in future meetings related to this process. 


First Nation participants also requested 
consideration of removing sites in other areas of the province. 


Aquaculture act engagement and long term vision 


CCFAM directed SMC last June 5 | | | 

for consideration at CCFAM in summer 2018; this work is on track. 

CCFAM DMs met Jan. 30 to continue the conversation on federal engagement on an aquaculture act 
and agreed to DFO re-starting engagement sessions with SMC to be involved in their planning. 

SMC met Feb 8 to discuss engagement and a long term vision for aquaculture and are supportive of 
developing the long term vision within the CCFAM process. 

A new Vision doc will serve as a next generation of the ADS and will possibly be announced by 
Ministers at the Boston Seafood show in March 2018. 


BC - Ministerial Advisory Committee on Fisheries and Aquaculture (MAACFA) 


In July, 2015, the Province announced that it would examine the rules and restrictions that guide the 
application and approval process to ensure that aquaculture operations are socially and ecologically 
sustainable and can co-exist with British Columbia's wild fishery resource. 

The Committee's report is expected early February 2018. 

DFO will be reviewing the report in detail and developing media lines (early February), as well as 
recommendations regarding a response to the DM/Minister in the coming weeks. 


Broughton updates: 


Although occupiers remain at Swanson and Midsummer protest sites, provisions of the injunction 
are being respected (i.e. no trespass on tenures) 


New publications and media communications with the Strategic Salmon Health Initiative (SSHI 


The Strategic Salmon Health Initiative team has completed new research that shows PRV may also 
play a role in the manifestation of jaundice disease in Pacific salmon, specifically wild and cultured 
Chinook salmon. 

The research findings are expected to be submitted for publication in an international peer- 
reviewed journal within the next month. If accepted, renewed media and public attention can be 
expected. 


In response to the Hakai article on the viral disease diagnostic panel, two aquaculture magazines, 
Aquaculture North America and Fish Farming Expert based in Edinburgh, Scotland have picked up 
the story and inquired with Dr. Miller-Saunders about potential applications towards early disease 
detection on farms. The Pacific Region's Molecular Genetics Group has responded that we have 
developed two new technologies that enhance our ability to detect pathogens and diseases with a 
high degree of sensitivity that do not necessarily require destructive sampling. 


Dr. Miller was also interviewed last fall for an article that will come out in May 2018 in Coast 
Mountain Culture magazine- topics to include social issues raised by First Nations and the science 
being undertaken to understand risk to wild salmon.

Food and Drugs Act. CAIA intends to raise their concerns with Minister LeBlanc. 

e CAIA proposes that Fisheries and Oceans and Health Canada lobby for sufficient funding to 
implement a federal minor use minor species (MUMS) program. Until that time, CAIA proposes that 
VDD should be flexible and waive portions of the application fees for MUMS products. 


Grieg Newfoundland Environmental Assessment 

e In July 2016 Newfoundland Minister of Municipal Affairs and Environment initially released the 
Grieg project from further environmental assessment (EA). The Atlantic Salmon Federation 
successfully appealed, compelling the Ministerto require an Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) 
by the proponent. 

e The legal decision requiring conducting of an EA is currently being appealed by the Province of 
Newfoundland and the proponent. Arguments were heard on December 14 and 15, 2017. 


Independent Review of the DFO Fish Health Audit and Surveillance Program 

e In Spring 2017, DFO Pacific Region initiated an independent review/evaluation of the Fish Health 
Audit and Surveillance Program (FHASP). 

e Along with the results of other ongoing reviews (e.g. MAACFA, CESD audit), recommendations will 
guide further refinements/improvements to the FHASP, beginning with the clearer articulation of 
Program goals and objectives, as well as potential changes to the structure/design of the Program.

Protesters returned to C&P Victoria office 

On February 28", 2018 the protesters returned to C&P Victoria office and blocking access of the office to employees 
and the public. The renewed protest activities continue to be related to First Nations opposition to salmon farming 
activities in the Broughton Archipelago, the upcoming provincial tenure renewal decisions, and the fact that DFO has 
continued to authorize permits for the salmon farming companies to re-stock farms in the area. In December 2017, 
protesters camped out at the Victoria office for approximately 30 days until they were arrested for trespassing. In 
January 2018, protesters returned to the Victoria office after charges were dropped. They chained the front doors to 
the Victoria office closed. They were arrested and charged with criminal mischief. On February 16th, 2018 Provincial 
Crown and Saanich Police Department notified Victoria C&P Detachment Supervisor that they were dropping the recent 
charges against the protesters. 

Current status is that 3 people are directly in front of the doors sitting and drumming, and 2 people are sitting in a van. 
Concern is for staff's safety in the office if the protesters block the front door again or gain access to the building. The 
back door is operational; however it is not an easy access point for anyone with a disability. Victoria C&P staff will store 
the vessels at IOS and conduct operations out of the Duncan C&P office if necessary. C&P is working out of the Victoria 
office at this time. RPSS, Communications and Saanich Police have been notified.

As per the Pacific Aquaculture Regulations, aquaculture is defined as the cultivation of fish.! The Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans (DFO) assumed the primary management and regulation of aquaculture in British Columbia 
(B.C.) in 2010 and ensures the industry operates in a sustainable manner.” 


On November 13, 2017, individuals protesting fish farms had set up camp on an area adjacent to a Conservation 
and Protection (C&P) warehouse entry door located at 4250 Commerce Circle, Victoria. DFO is a tenant at this 
location and does not own or manage the property. The property also houses other tenants who have complained 
about the protest encampment. The property management company had attempted to remove the protestors as 
the occupancy had become a sanitation issue since the protestors had been observed defecating on the property.? 


The camp was visible 
from the roadside and from the office entrance. The front door of the office remained locked and all personal

RECENT EVENTS: 
On November 13, 2017, a protest camp was set up outside the Victoria DFO office located at 4250 Commerce Circle. 


On November 28, 2017, the property management company phoned the Saanich Police Department in an attempt 
to have the protestors removed from the property but were unsuccessful. DFO employees were concerned as the 
protestors were observed defecating behind the warehouse. The front door of the office and vehicle compound 
remained locked due to safety and sanitation concerns for the employees.? 


On December 14, 2017, a rally in support of the protest took place outside of the Victoria DFO office. 
Approximately, seventy-five people were in attendance and no police issues were encountered.

On December 18, 2017, the owner of the property demanded that the protest camp be taken down and the 
protestors vacate the premises. The protestors were advised that failure to do so would result in charges for 
| trespassing. Rather than removing themselves from the property, the protestors began requesting supporters to 
| make themselves available on shift all day to witness and protest the possible arrest. 


On December 19, 2017, the Saanich Police Department arrested | | for trespassing. Approximately 
eleven people stood near the street and chanted in protest. The protestors advised of their intention to set up a 
new camp on the municipal property adjacent to the previous camp. However, they eventually dispersed 
peacefully from the DFO location. 


On January 15, 2018, four protestors arrived at 4250 Commerce Circle and began to drum and dance blocking the 
front door of the office, causing operational concerns. her intentions were to camp in

On January 17, 2018, three protestors arrived and began to drum and sing loudly outside of the entrance doors. 
They remained until mid-day whilst others came and went throughout the morning. A small sign was erected in 
the garden. 


On January 18, 2018, looped and padlocked a metal chain around 
the front doors of the office. The Saanich Police Department were contacted and informed that there were serious 
safety concerns as staff had been chained into the office from outside. There was a clear escalation in physical 
behavior : | l as they were now blockading the main entry and exit 
point for staff and the general public. All protected information and firearms were secured and staff were sent 
home through the back door. The Saanich Police attended and arrested both — iiij 
| for mischief. In communication with the authorities, mauade it clear that it was 
her intention to get her day in court? and she had only returned as the previous trespassing charges had been 
dismissed.

On February 2, 2018, others involved in occupation of aquaculture sites attended a town hall 
in Nanaimo with Prime Minister Justin Trudeau. During this town hall, she turned her back on the Prime Minister 
and walked out before the event was over!? to show disrespect towards the Prime Minister and solidarity with her 
fellow protestors. Another one of the protestors, shook a rattle as the group was walking out in 
order to cause a disruption.!!

- That at approx. 0914 hrs on 2018/03/01, | observed |

parking spaces fronting the office at 4250 Commerce Circle in Victoria. Immediately 
following the arrival of the said vehicles, | witnessed persons familiar to me due to their 
involvement in previous protest activity at the office, disembark the vehicles and begin 
to assemble in front of the office doors.

that police would be attending the scene. 


- Following reporting the incident to the Saanich Police, | was advised by my supervisor 
that it was senior management's decision to leave the building for safety reasons. 
Subsequently | prepared my belongings and equipment necessary to conduct a 
fisheries patrol and exited the building through the rear emergency exit of the building. 


- That upon exiting the building, | made my way to the warehouse building opposite the 
office's parking lot, where | observed the congregation of protestors attempt to record 
my activity with their phones; this while one protestor banged heavily on a drum while 
signing loudly in what | perceived to be a traditional First Nations tongue and ceremonial 
manner. 


- That | aided my supervisor in retrieving one of the departmental vehicles from the 
warehouse before joining a fellow officer in an unmarked patrol vehicle which he had 
retrieved from the parking lot compound, all the while being recorded by the protestors. | 
then departed the location to engage in a fisheries patrol and to run required 
administrative errands on behalf of the office. 


- That while on Patrol | received a phone call from Saanich Police member John 
Grennan who wished to gather further information regarding the matter and the

Marine Harvest Canada application to re-stock the Swanson Island Site 


DFO's Introductions and Transfers Committee has received an application from Marine Harvest Canada to re-stock their 
Swanson Island site on February 28, 2018. The Swanson Island site is in the Namgis First Nation's traditional territory, 
and was one of the sites occupied by First Nations until an injunction was granted to Marine Harvest in December, 2017. 
Marine Harvest Canada had harvested fish from the Swanson Island site in September/October, 2017 and the site has 
been fallow since that time. Marine Harvest now wishes to re-stock this site with juvenile salmon from their Ocean Falls 
hatchery for grow-out. Over the past several months, the Namgis have sent Marine Harvest, DFO, and the provincial 
government letters from their lawyers outlining their opposition to salmon farms in their traditional territory. In recent 
weeks, these letters have requested that Marine Harvest not re-stock the Swanson Island site and threatened legal 
action should DFO issue an Introductions & Tranfers licence without proper consultation. DFO currently consults with 
First Nations around aquaculture licensing decisions as aquaculture licences are issued under the assumption that fish

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If you hear of an impending protest at your office, please initiate the following 
procedures as outlined by RPSS: 


1. Ensure all staff are aware of the situation and ask them to practice increased 
vigilance - to be on the alert for suspicious activity 

2. Remind staff not to leave doors and windows open and unlocked, to ensure doors 
closely properly behind them, and not to let strangers tailgate in behind them. 

3. Do not permit members of the public access to operational zones. 

4. |f there are indications or suspicions of an immediate threat of a sit-in or 
occupation, lock perimeter doors to lockout the reception zone. Permit access 
only to employees and trusted visitors. 

5. Advise all staff on site of an immediate threat; call local police and notify the 
Operational Commander. Initiate building emergency plan and if necessary 
Business Resumption plan 

6. If the building is on lockdown, do not open perimeter doors to speak to suspected 
protesters or unknown visitors - who may then try to force or wedge themselves 
in. Ask them their intended purpose through the door or window and calmly 
explain that the building is on lockdown and only employees are allowed in at this 
time. 

7. Sanitize the public reception zone such that is free from chairs, flagpoles etc., as 
well as any internal memos, staff directory listings or contact numbers. 

8. Ensure visitors and un-cleared contractors are escorted at all times and register 
them in a sign-in/sign-out sheet. 

9. Reschedule any upcoming meetings with new visitors/clients or visitors/clients of 
unknown reliability to a teleconference. 

10. Ensure staff have their ID cards and building access passes ready for inspection 

and visible. 

lf possible, challenge individuals who you do not recognize in the building. If 

possible, ask them if they are looking for someone or if they need help locating a 

room. Report the incident. 

12. Advise staff to report any attempts of unauthorized entry, the presence of 
unattended briefcases, bags or parcels in or around the building, and any 
suspicious activity, vehicles and/or persons in or around the building to a 
supervisor or security staff. 

13. Consider hiring Commissionaire Guard staff to enhance short-term security. 

14. Call 9-11 if there is an emergency or threat to safety or property. 

15. Call 9-11 if there is a sit-in protest or occupation.

So today is another 
showdown but maybe if the DFO wasn't allowing Marine Harvest to fill those pens on Swanson Island, we shouldn't be doing 

this. We have to show the DFO this is wrong. I’m not letting this team go down on their own. There's two of us already in jail and I 
guess V be with them. There's nothing else we can do at this point in time.”

It is likely that the protestors will cause themselves injury when getting arrested and/or detained in an attempt to 
garner sympathy and support for their cause. In all previous incidents, the protestors have used their Indigenous status 
as means to justify their presence on the DFO property.

Blocking the front door posed a significant threat to DFO staff in the event of an evacuation. 


may escalate her behavior even further to obtain more serious charges that will allow for her to testify in 
court. The recent and un-forecasted escalation in behavior indicates that her tactics are 
unpredictable which pose physical danger to staff, police officers, and the public. The escalation in behavior has 
included threats of protest; peaceful protest at sites; trespass at sites; blocking of vehicle access for staff and 
public; depositing human waste on the site; using threatening tones with Fishery Officers who have offered 
information; and ongoing vague threats of protests? Most recently, she has indicated an escalation by stating “they 
have to be stopped by any means necessary.“ 


There is a high likelihood that the operational capacity of the Victoria office will continue to be impeded. The 
protestors have blocked access to the front door on three separate occasions. As such, staff are unable to operate 
safely within the building and have been working remotely from another local office. 


Furthermore, it is likely that the protestors will cause themselves injury when getting arrested and/or detained in 
an attempt to garner sympathy and support for their cause. In all previous incidents, the protestors have used 
their Indigenous status as means to justify their presence on the property. Further, the female protestors have 
taken the lead and been on the frontlines of these protests. Consequently, they were arrested. Once released from 
jail, these protestors will post comments using terms such as "shackled, hatred in their eyes, knees on my throat, 
might not make it out alive“ amongst others. It is suspected that the females are taking the lead and using such 
terms in order to garner more attention and sympathy from their supporters. 


BACKGROUND: | | 
As per the Pacific Aquaculture Regulations, aquaculture is defined as the cultivation of fish’ The Department of | 
Fisheries and Oceans assumed the primary management and regulation of aquaculture in British Columbia in 2010 

and ensures the industry operates in a sustainable manner.” 
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On November 13, 2017, individuals protesting fish farms had set up camp on an area adjacent to a Conservation 
and Protection (C&P) warehouse entry door located at 4250 Commerce Circle, Victoria. DFO is a tenant at this 
location and does not own or manage the property. The property also houses other tenants who have complained 
about the protest encampment. The property management company had attempted to remove the protestors as 
the occupancy had become a sanitation issue since the protestors had been observed defecating on the property.’

The camp was visible from the 
roadside and from the office entrance. The front door of the office remained locked and all personal employee 
vehicles were parked on the street due to safety concerns.8

The video did not indicate if she intended on protesting peacefully, but it implied that she was encouraging a

1000 hours, | posted a video outside of the Victoria office. In the video, she states the following: 


This iss March 1*. We have chained the doors again closed to the DFO. Probably gonna get arrested 
pretty quick... 21 


"They want to start filling Swanson Island and the DFO are allowing Marine Harvest to do this. Minister Leblanc is 
still suing This has to happen so ina symbolic gesture, we have again chained the doors closed 
for today. There will be no DFO going on today in Victoria. This is us standing up and saying this has to end, this 
has to end now.“ ?? 


“Last time, we were arrested within a half hour. And this time, DFO, four of them rushed the door so I had to 
quickly put on the chain and lock the door really, really fast. It was a bit more dramatic this time. They said do you 
realize you are putting are safety at risk and we said you have a back door. We wouldn't do it if we knew you 
didn't. What about the safety of our salmon, they don't have a back door. They don't get a day off. 23 


At approximately 1000 hours, CTV News arrived on scene with a camera.“ However, no articles were posted on 
their respective website.

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also posted a video on her respective Facebook profile stating the following: 


“Yes, 5 We're at DFO office at 4250 Commerce circle, Victoria. We have decided to be 
unpredictable and locked up the door. Three fisheries officer on the inside of the door said that obviously we 
didn’t care about their safety which | pointed out that last time we did this as well as yesterday, their employees 
left the back door. Sol don't understand their pulling the victim role. So anyway this is our second day coming 
here and what we are doing here is pushing the colonial law as far as we can. We have been arrested twice so far 
and charges have been dropped both times. I consider these nuisance charges at this point. We have locked up the 
door and tomorrow we will be back doing the same. Then Monday, Tuesday, whatever it takes, we're here. Our 
people aren't going anywhere. The ocean is our grocery store and it is our duty to protect the waters. 75 


At approximately 1130 hours, Saanich Police attended and spoke with the protestors.. advised the police 
officers that they were protesting the fish farms in Broughton Archipelago. One of the police officers asked 

if she had spoken to DFO in an attempt to find a resolution. stated that "there is no resolution 
and our demands are very, very simple. 26 The police officer advised that she was violating the fire safety 
regulations by chaining the front door shut. "responded stating d like to counter that with the fact that 
the DFO has been poisoning our waters and allowing it to happen." The police officer asked  ifthere was 
anything else she could do instead of padlocking the doors. She responded stating "There's absolutely nothing, not 
until they contact the matriarchs, the chiefs, and actually sit down and start a meeting. It's pretty simple, cease 
permits and licenses now. Once that's ceased, we can all go home and live our lives the way we would all like to.“

At approximately 1400 hours, posted a video on her Facebook profile indicating that she had 
been released after signing her promise to appear for mischief charges. She indicated that she could not afford to 
be in jail € 


further stated that had not been released as they were refusing to 
acknowledge colonial law, thus not signing the paperwork for release. She indicated that it was "symbolic chaining 
of the doors to remind DFO that they are not listening and aiding a complete "ethical" crime. We don't feel bad at 
what we have done. It's sad that we have to put ourselves in harm's way. The DFO officers were trying to make it 
sound like we had kidnapped them almost and their safety was questioned because they could not get out when we 
know there were two ways to get out. They got out last time. 9? 


On March 2, 2018, | posted a video on her Facebook profile indicating that she intended to get 
arrested again by breaching the condition of not going within 100 metres of Commerce Circle. She stated., today 
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is another showdown but maybe if the DFO wasn’t allowing Marine Harvest to fill those pens on Swanson Island, 
we shouldn't be doing this. We have to show the DFO this is wrong. I’m not letting this team go down on their 
own. There's two of us already in jail and I guess I'll be with them. There's nothing else we can do at this point in 
time. 31 


At approximately 0800 hours, returned to the Victoria office and chained the front door closed. 
Part of the chain was wrapped around her neck. The Saanich Police attended but did not arrest 
Shortly after the police left, the protestors also left.?? 


appeared in court on March 2, 2018. No charges were laid.“ Since being released, has posted 


a complaint on Facebook indicating that she was physically hurt during her arrest and detention. She posted a 
number of photos on her page showing bruises on her hands and wrists.?? In these posts, is portraying 


herself as a victim by indicating that she was protesting peacefully when she was arrested without warning.“ 


At approximately 1315 hours, an unidentified woman went to the Victoria office doors after staff and protestors 
had departed and tried to enter the office. The woman then went to Owen Business Solutions (OBS), a business 
next door and enquired about the DFO office. OBS advised the woman that DFO were away and the woman 
commented something to the effect of not having freedom of speech. This may be an indication of ongoing counter- 
surveillance by protestors to determine when DFO staff are in the office for conducting an effective disruption to 
DFO operations.??

The protestors, particularly have recognized that their current tactics of protesting outside of the Victoria 
office is no longer attaining the desired results of getting arrested in hopes to have a day in court. Hence, 
is now looking to escalate the situation by stating “they have to be stopped by any means necessary. ^? 


On March 5, 2013 posted a video on her Facebook profile stating the following: 


. They were let go with no charges on Friday. On Friday, I had gone back 
thinking was gonna get arrested because | went back to the site because | did get charged with mischief again for 
the day we locked the DFO doors. I did go back the next day to see what would happen. | really thought that I 
would be thrown in jail for breaching my charges and I wasn't. They actually did exactly what I asked and got me a 
meeting with someone, someone in the head of the DFO."4! 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


There may be an increase in 


protest activities in the next few weeks as Marine Harvest restocks its pens. 


Às protestors have indicated that there is a "need to find addresses and be there each and every time they pull out 
of there driveway," ^? itis highly recommended that DFO staff remain vigilant and report any suspicious activity 
and/or people to management and the Saanich Police Department in a timely manner. 


It is recommended that DFO considers applying for legal tools which limit access to the Victoria office to address 
any activity, protest, or otherwise that could potentially harm assets and staff. The protestors would like to cease 
the cultivation of salmon but are failing to recognize the Victoria office does not manage aquaculture. A legal tool 
limiting access to the Victoria office will help protect DFO staff and resources and deter other protestors who are 
considering escalating protest actions.

OVERVIEW 

Individuals have been protesting throughout November 2017 to March 2018 at the DFO Victoria office located at 4250 
Commerce Circle. Protest actions recently escalated in the first week of March 2018 when protesters repeatedly chained 
the DFO front doors closed while DFO staff were in the building! On the third occasion in March 2018, one protestor 
chained herself by the neck to the building doors in an attempt to escalate her behaviour. Throughout the months of 
various protest actions held at the office, protesters indicated their desire 
to be arrested and charged for the purpose of taking their aquaculture complaints in British Columbia to a court setting. 
Though arrested repeatedly, there have been no charges laid against any protester to date, This appears to have had a de- 
motivational effect on protesters as slight escalations of their protest tactics have not resulted in receiving the criminal 
charges they were seeking.? 


KEY JUDGEMENTS 
There is no indication. plan on returning to 4250 Commerce Circle. It appears that 
will be moving her matriarch camp to join the Swanson Occupation near Campbell River.

SYNOPSIS 
On November 13, 2017, individuals protesting fish farms had set up camp on an area adjacent to a Conservation and

does not own or manage the property. The two main campers were identified | 


On December 18, 2017, the owner of the property demanded that the protest camp be taken down and the protestors 
vacate the premises. The protestors refused and consequently on December 19, 2017, the Saanich Police Department 
arrested |o for trespassing. 


On January 15, 2018, four protestors arrived at 4250 Commerce Circle and began to drum and dance, blocking the front 
door of the office. On January 18, 2018, looped and padlocked a metal 
chain around the front doors of the office. The Saanich Police attended and arrested both 
for mischief. 


On February 28, 2018, arrived at 4250 Commerce Circle with an anticipated stay until 
March 2, 2018. There were no issues on February 28, 2018 but on March 1, 2018,

Armed Mexican navy and federal police officers have begun riding aboard patrol boats operated by US 
environmental group Sea Shepherd in a bid to save the critically endangered vaquita marina porpoise, 
the group said Wednesday. 


known as the "panda of the sea" for the distinctive circles around its eyes. 


Seeking to protect them, Sea Shepherd patrols their native habitat in the Gulf of California —an 
operation that will now be joined by the Mexican navy and police, the group said in a statement. 


"This new facet of the government partnership comes at a time where tensions are rising in the upper 
Gulf of California. Poachers have become more aggressive towards Sea Shepherd vessels, using firearms 
to shoot down (surveillance) drones and incendiary objects to intimidate the crew," it said. 


The 12 officers, who will ride aboard two Sea Shepherd vessels, will have the power to make arrests and 
crack down on poaching in the vaquita's protected reserve, it said. 


The vaquita has been nearly wiped out by gillnets used to fish for another species, the also endangered 
totoaba fish, whose swim bladder is considered a delicacy in China and can fetch as much as $20,000 per 
kilogram. 


Last year the Mexican government launched a plan to save the vaquita by rounding them up with the 
help of trained dolphins and relocating them to a protected enclosure. 


However, the program was aborted when one of the first captured vaquitas died in captivity.

On 07MAR2018, it appears that Swanson Occupation protester | had an encounter with 2 Marine 
Harvest staff; several persons who appear to be Marine Harvest employees arrived in a small boat at a small dock and 
ramp on what seems likely to be Swanson Island. and at least 2 other fish farm protesters met the men at the 
base of the ramp/dock; one of the protesters appears to have been filming the transaction that followed. 2 of the men, 1 
of whom indicated he was for the site the protesters were on/Swanson Island said they wanted to go up 
the ramp to speak with | put her body, arms and legs across the ramp and said the men were 
not allowed to go up. Some back and forth. arguing occurred and eventually the 2 men made some small attempt to push 
past who braced her body against the 2 men. The 2 men stopped pushing and some more low volume 
arguing ensued, occasionally interrupted by the other protesters/videographer who asked the men pointedly about why 
they were pushing a woman, an Indigenous women defending her traditional territory, etc. Eventually the 2 men and the 
other people they arrived with departed the area without further incident.

e As of 12MAR2018, the Swanson Occupation FB profile indicates the video has been viewed over 80,000 times. 
This is a significantly higher number than most other videos posted by Swanson Occupation protesters, especially 
in so short a span of time. 

e The video/event with | and Marine Harvest is being used as a tactic to elicit outrage from existing 


supporters of the fish farm protests as well as is likely being used to garner support from new sources. This video 


appears to have received a much higher viewerhip over a wider audience than the videos of 
chaining shut DFO Victoria doors, even over : video of chaining her neck to the Vi ctoria DFO 
doors on 02MAR2018. 


Beyond that - O9MAR and 10MAR days were largely occupied in news media and social media platforms with organized 
anti-pipeline (Kinder Morgan) protests in Vancouver. Some of the social media posts about numbers indicate that 
between 8500-10,000 protestors rallied in Burnaby on 10MAR2018 to march from a skytrain station 2.5 kms up a portion 
of Burnaby Mountain. This may have garnered away a lot of focus from fish farm protests over the weekend (10-11 MAR) 
and possibly some protesters may have even been participating in the Burnaby anti-pipeline protest rally, which got 
considerable media attention. 


Overall - the concern I see brewing is that the protesters near the aquaculture farms are increasing their efforts to garner 
attention to their cause, and we even see that higher profile protesters like | may be joining the up-island efforts

The DFO Victoria staff have returned to their office as of this morning (Tues 13 MAR ), but for now are keeping the front 
doors locked as a precaution. We are aware that protesters in past monitored the site to determine when staff were at 
work. Overall, protesters seem to have lost interest protesting at Victoria DFO, although there was at least 1 possible 

| heat check, someone tried the locked DFO doors and complained to a neighboring business that DFO staff were not 

| around to hear their complaints (DFO staff operated out of other locations last week). There are phone numbers for 
reporting complaints posted on the DFO doors for the public's info and as part of regular business out of that office the 
office is often closed/locked; the complaint was considered unusual by the neighboring business. 


We recently received word that the fish farm the Swanson Occupation group are monitoring might be restocking smolts 
on 15 MAR — unsure what if any reaction from protesters this may cause; DFO in Campbell River are aware and DFO in 
Victoria will likely continue to keep doors to their office locked for now, pending seeing if that information brings 
protesters back.

Review and injunction App 


On March 6, 2018, the 'Namgis First Nation filed a Notice of Application in Federal Court against the Minister of DFO, 
the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG), and Marine Harvest Canada. The 'Namgis are seeking judicial review of: 1) DFO's policy 
not to test for Piscine Orthoreovirus PHV or Heart and Skeletal Muscle Inflammation (HSMI) in fish prior to issuing 
licences under s.56 of the Fishery (General) Regulations (FGR) which authorize the introduction, release or transfer of 
fish into the marine environment; and 2) Any decisions made by the Minister DFO and CCG or his delegate to issue 
licences under 5.86 or the FOR to introduce, release or transfer fish into the marine environment at Marine Harvest 
Canada inc.’s aquaculture facility located at Swanson Island, BC. On March 9, 2018, the 'Namgis filed a motion for an 
interlocutory injunction to prevent the Minister from issuing a licence to transfer smolts to the Swanson Island facility 
operated by Marine Harvest Inc. without first testing for PRV, pending the resolution of the underlying judicial review. 
The hearing of the injunction is set for March 20-21, 2018 in Federal Court. The 'Namgis also requested a meeting with 
the Minister during his trip this week in British Columbia but the Minister was unable to meet. The Chief of the 'Namgis 
First Nation, Chief Svanvik, met briefly with the RDG yesterday and the RDG passed along Mark Knudsen's contact 
information to assist the 'Namgis in their request for a meeting or conversation with the Minister.

To prepare a population of fish for the marine environment, hatcheries induce smoltification by changing the lighting 
regime. The goal being to have a very tight timeframe within which the population undergoes smoltification and is ready 
for transfer to the sea sites. During the process of smoltification, the physiology of the fish changes dramatically to 
prepare them to tolerate the marine environment. This process is stressful, and the stress and physiologic changes 
predispose these fish to opportunistic infections if they remain in fresh water, the most common being fungal 
(Saprolegnia). Individual fish that remain in fresh water may be able to reverse the process of smoltification, but at a 
population level, the consequences of failure to enter the marine environment within a short period following the 
induction of smoltification can be disastrous with mortality ranging up to 5096 over a period of days

‘Namgis Judicial Review and Injunction Application in Federal Court 


On March 6, 2018, the ‘Namgis First Nation filed a Notice of Application in Federal Court against the Minister of DFO and 
Marine Harvest Canada. The ‘Namgis are seeking judicial review of: 1) DFO's policy not to test for PRV or HSMI in fish 
prior to issuing licences under s.56 of the FGR; and 2) Any decisions made by the Minister or his delegate to issue 
licences under s.56 or the FGR to introduce, release or transfer fish into the marine environment at Marine Harvest’s 
aquaculture facility located at Swanson Island, BC. On March 9, 2018, the ‘Namgis filed a motion for an interlocutory 
injunction to prevent the Minister from issuing a licence to transfer fish to Swanson without first testing for PRV, 
pending the resolution of the underlying judicial review. The hearing of the injunction is set for March 20-21, 2018 in 
Federal Court. A decision will be required on whether DFO's policy not to test for PRV or HSMI prior to issuing licenses is 
consistent with s.56 of the FGR; and whether any decisions made by the Minister or his delegate to issue licences under 
s. 56 of the Regulations to introduce, release or transfer fish into Swanson Island are lawfully permitted. 


The ‘Namgis also requested a meeting with the Minister during his trip this week in BC but the Minister was unable to 
meet. The Chief of the ‘Namgis First Nation, Chief Svanvik, met briefly with the RDG on March 14 and the RDG passed 
along Mark Knudsen's contact information to assist the ‘Namgis in their request for a meeting or conversation with the 
Minister.

In recent weeks, the province has been dealing with the fall-out following the announcement of 
proposed regulations that could stall the Trans Mountain Expansion Project. — — — | 


On February 20, 2018, the BC government delivered its provincial budget, which focused on 
housing affordability, childcare and increased services. The budget included a $29 million over 
three years in BC’s agriculture, food, and seafood sectors through Grow BC, Feed BC and Buy 
BC program to expand local markets. This program could play a complimentary role to the $30 
million Canadian Food and Seafood Program from DFO. 


Recently, Ms. Popham faced media criticism about the tone of a letter she sent to Marine Harvest 
in October, 2017 in which she indicated tenures may not be renewed, despite the fact that tenure 
approval is the responsibility of the Ministry of Forests, Lands and Natural Resource Operations. 
The opposition has questioned what they called her “activist opposition to fish farming".

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1. Issue: Aquaculture 


The province is facing increasing - and often times divergent - pressure from Indigenous groups, 
industry, international and other levels of governments on aquaculture issues. 


Minister’s Objective 


e To reaffirm the Department’s commitment to support sustainable aquaculture 
development, while respecting jurisdictional mandates and areas of responsibility. 


Key Messages 


Health of Fish 


e We have recently announced the creation of an independent expert panel 
to provide recommendations on the appropriate use and consideration of 
scientific evidence in protecting the marine environment in decision- 
making on aquaculture. 


Broughton Archipelago - Process 


e We recognize the concerns of First Nations, especially of those in the 
Broughton archipelago area. We also recognize the challenges that this 
represents to industry as it relates to the renewal of tenures. 


Washington Legislation on Atlantic Salmon Farming 


e Weunderstand industry concerns following the recent Washington state 
legislature's decision to phase out ocean-based Atlantic salmon farms. 


e DFO is committed to regulating a responsible and sustainable aquaculture 
sector based on science and evidence-based decision making. 


Aquaculture Legislative Reform 


e Last June, during our CCFAM meeting, we discussed exploring new 
aquaculture legislation that would address barriers to industry growth, 
safeguard the environment, and be compatible with existing provincial and 
territorial regimes. 
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e Through the CCFAM Strategic Management Committee (SMC) on 
aquaculture, provinces and territories are working together to develop a 
proposal for an aquaculture act expected to be presented at the next 
Ministerial meeting this summer. 


BC Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) 


e We look forward to working with you in considering how to best respond 
to the recommendations set out in the MAACFA report. 


Long- Term Vision for Aquaculture 


e The long-term vision for aquaculture can only be developed in 
collaboration with provincial and territorial partners, as well as with 
Indigenous governments, industry and other stakeholders. 


e We are committed to putting a long-term vision into place, to help ensure 
Canada can continue to support an aquaculture sector that is well 
regulated through effective science-based measures and respect for all 
stakeholders. 


e I seek your support to help the federal government implement this vision 
and your suggestions on implementation and improvement. 


Effluent Discharge from Fish Processing Plants 


e [take any potential risks to wild salmon very seriously. I am committed to 
working collaboratively with the provincial government on this issue, as 
well as more broadly on issues relating to aquaculture management in 
British Columbia. 


e Environment and Climate Change Canada and the Province of BC are 
responsible for the regulation of fish processing effluent. 


e Fisheries and Oceans Canada is supporting these agencies as they 
investigate this matter and will take appropriate action, should it be found 
that the effluent from this plant poses a concern to wild fish or their 
habitat. 
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e DFO’s licensing conditions for marine finfish aquaculture outline 


requirements operators must follow regarding the collection, retention and 


disposal of blood generated during fish harvest at aquaculture sites. 


Responsive on PRV 


e Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) is found in both wild and farmed salmon on 
the coast of British Columbia. It does not represent a risk to human health. 


e DFO Science reviewed the potential impacts of PRV on the west coast of 


North America and concluded that there is a low likelihood that PRV has a 


significant impact on wild Pacific salmon populations. 


Marine Harvest Canada Injunction 


e While DFO recognizes the rights of individuals to protest peacefully and 
lawfully, individuals should not trespass on private property and need to 
respect biosecurity protocols at aquaculture facilities. The safety of 
individuals, including protestors and aquaculture facility employees, is 
paramount. 


Science advisor aquaculture panel 


e Robust and credible science helps us make evidence-based decisions that 
support the protection of our environment, ensuring that sustainable 
industries continue to provide good, middle-class jobs for Canadians. 


e On February 2, 2018, I announced that Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, 
Dr. Mona Nemer, will be leading an expert panel to look at how we use 
science to protect our waters as we make decisions on aquaculture. 


e The terms of reference for the Panel were posted online recently, with the 


expectation of a draft report in July and the full report by fall 2018. 


e We look forward to the panel's recommendations as we remain a strong, 
science-based regulator of the aquaculture industry. 
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2. Issue: Indigenous Reconciliation 


Minister's Objective 


e To obtain BC's support on efforts underway across the federal government and within the 
Department to advance reconciliation with Indigenous Peoples. 


Key Messages 


e DFO supports the new Framework on the Recognition and Implementation 
of Indigenous Rights. We recognize that fish, fisheries, oceans, aquatic 
habitat, and marine waterways are culturally, socially, and economically 
significant for Indigenous communities. 


e DFO values open dialogue and will continue to use its negotiation tables as 
a primary vehicle for discussion on Indigenous rights, continuing to 
encourage First Nations to negotiate how their rights will be implemented. 


e The decision on the Ahousaht Case from the Supreme Court of BC will 
likely generate interest from Indigenous communities across Canada. 


e DFO has developed an operational readiness plan in order to ensure that 
DFO communicates with stakeholders and Indigenous groups promptly 
following the decision, and that fisheries continue to be managed in an 
orderly, safe, stable and predictable manner.

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3. Issue: Fisheries Act Changes and Implementation 


Minister’s Objective 


e To reassure the BC government that the implementation of Fisheries Act changes will be 
done in close cooperation with all provinces and territories, including BC. 


Key Messages 


e In the past two years provinces and territories, including British Columbia, 
have contributed significant input to the Fisheries Act changes. Much of 
this input was reflected in Bill C-68 which was tabled in the House of 
Commons on February 6, 2018. 


e A number of briefings took place through CCFAM at the Deputy Minister 
level, as well as at the technical level through the Fisheries Act Task Group. 
More briefings will be held in the weeks to come. 


e We look forward to work with the province as program, policy and 
regulatory updates are developed consistent with the changes to the 
Fisheries Act, particularly in the areas of habitat science, monitoring and 
protection.

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4. Issue: Salmon Fisheries: Integrated Fisheries Management Plans (IFMP) 


Minister's Objective 


e To reinforce the good collaboration with BC on this subject, especially with respect to the 
management of Fraser mainstream recreational fisheries. 


Key Messages 


e BC Salmon Integrated Fisheries Management Plans (IFMPs) are 
developed with feedback from First Nations, commercial, and recreational 
fishermen, and the Integrated Harvest Planning Committee. 


e Fishing plans are based on scientific advice from the Canadian Science 
Advisory Secretariat, DFO and other stakeholders. 


e DFO is proposing a reduction in exploitation rates for specific chinook 
stocks of concern, to support conservation and promote rebuilding 
steelhead.

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5. Issue: Wild Salmon 


The provincial government is discussing the idea of a dedicated provincial government entity to 
streamline the wild salmon policy, as currently, responsibility for salmon falls between six 
provincial ministries. 


Minister's Objective 


e To affirm DFO’s commitment to protecting and maintaining wild Pacific salmon stocks, 
highlighting the progress on the Government’s response to the Cohen Commission and 
work underway to develop a five-year implementation plan related to Canada’s Policy for 
Conservation of Wild Pacific Salmon (WSP). 


Key Messages 


e The developing of the Wild Salmon Policy Implementation Plan is a key part 
of DFO’s commitment to acting on the outstanding recommendations of 
the Cohen Commission, which includes the sustainable management of 
wild Pacific salmon in collaboration with First Nations, the BC 
government, stakeholders, and other partners. 


e DFO appreciates BC’s participation to date, and is interested in other 
related opportunities for collaboration, especially around habitat. 


e Broad consultation sessions were undertaken in the fall of 2017 on the 
development of a draft Wild Salmon Policy Implementation Plan which 
involved consultations with more than 90 First Nations. Open houses were 
held with stakeholders and the public across the province. Many comments 
call for greater collaboration between our respective agencies.

6. Issue: Ocean Protection Plan (OPP) 


Minister's Objective 


e To reassure the Government of BC, that the Ocean Protection Plan is being implemented 
with specific initiatives that will benefit the BC environment and marine habitat. 


Key Messages 


e Budget 2017 provided $1.5 billion over five years for the Oceans Protection 
Plan (including $1.14 billion for DFO/CCG) to create a state of the art 
marine safety system, both prevention and response; preserve and restore 
marine ecosystems; strengthen Indigenous partnerships; and invest in a 
stronger evidence base and increased community participation and public 
awareness. 


e The majority of the initiatives under the Oceans Protection Plan will 
benefit British Columbia by protecting Canada's oceans by improving oil 
spill prevention and response; increasing emergency response capacity, 
including local and Indigenous emergency response capacity; and investing 
in research to ensure decisions are evidence-based. 


e Budget 2018 provides $155 million over five years to increase our capacity 
to protect species at risk, including recovery initiatives for priority species, 
areas and threats to our environment. 


Budget 2018 provides $35 million over five years (part of $167.4 million to 
Fisheries and Oceans Canada, Transport Canada and Environment and 
Climate Change Canada) to better protect, preserve and recover 
endangered whale species in Canada including the Southern Resident 
Killer Whale in British Columbia. 


e DFO is undertaking work to increase critical habitat for the Southern 
Resident Killer Whales to include important foraging habitat off the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island in and around Swiftsure Bank.

Background 


1. Aquaculture 


Health of Fish 


In early December 2017, the province inspected two fish processing facilities, the Brown’s Bay 
Packing plant near Campbell River and the Lions Gate Fisheries plant in Tofino. Laboratory 
results confirmed the presence of piscine reovirus (PRV). 


On December 20, 2017, DFO responded with the release of a public science advisory report 
focused on the Infectious Hematopoietic Necrosis Virus (IHNV). The report was conducted by 
the Canadian Science Advisory Secretary as the IHNV is known to have caused disease on 
Atlantic salmon farms in the Discovery Islands. However, the report concluded that the risk 
posed to Fraser River Sockeye Salmon due to IHNV on Atlantic salmon farms 1n the Discovery 
Islands is minimal. 


The risks associated with other pathogens also known to cause disease on marine Atlantic 
salmon farms in the Discovery Islands were not assessed. Other pathogens will be assessed in a 
subsequent process. 


On February 2, 2018, DFO announced the creation of an independent expert panel to provide 
recommendations on the appropriate use and consideration of scientific evidence in decision- 
making process on aquaculture. The panel will be led by Canada's Chief Science Advisor, Dr. 
Mona Nemer, who will deliver a final report to Minister LeBlanc and Minister of Science Kirsty 
Duncan (Annex 1). | 


Broughton Archipelago- Salmon Farmers 


The escape of Atlantic salmon from a Washington state pen last summer has spurred debate in 
Canada about open-net fish farming due to fears the foreign fish could cause harm to the wild 
species of Pacific salmon. On January 23, 2018, six BC First Nations served an eviction notice to 
Marine Harvest Canada (the province's largest producer of farmed fish). Some of the company's 
leases expire in June, 2018. First Nations have made demands for an end to open-net fish 
farming in the Broughton Archipelago area. 


On January 30, 2018, BC provincial ministers met with First Nation governments from the 
Broughton Archipelago in Vancouver to discuss tenure renewals in the Broughton area. At the 
request of the province, DFO officials also attended this meeting. 


First Nations representatives requested that the province not approve any tenure renewals 
without their consent. First Nations also expressed their desire for negotiations to remain 
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between provincial and First Nations governments. First Nations requested that DFO not 
participate in future meetings related to this process. 


Provincial and First Nations governments issued a joint statement following the meeting 
confirming their intent to honour the implementation of the United Nations Declaration on the 
Rights of Indigenous Peoples and implement a “a consent-based government-to-government 
process” as part of the tenure renewal process (Annex 2). 


As tenures expire, some or all of the salmon farm tenures in the Broughton Archipelago may not 
be renewed. First Nation participants also expressed a desire not to have tenures renewed in other 
areas of the province. This could have significant adverse implications on the aquaculture 
industry in BC, as well as broader implications on departmental decision making. 


The joint statement is in alignment with the letter that the BC Minister of Agriculture sent to 
salmon farmers (Marine Harvest Canada) in October 2017, warning them that routine restocking

Donaldson, said the provincial government's vision for the future includes moving them out of 
the ocean and into land-based operations, wherever possible. 


Washington Legislation on Atlantic Salmon Farming 


Washington state officials cancelled a lease with Cooke Aquaculture Pacific in February, 2018 at 
the site where open-net pens holding farmed Atlantic salmon collapsed. The decision came after 
an investigation found the company negligent for failing to adequately clean its nets. 


On February 8, 2018, a bill to phase out net pen farming of Atlantic salmon in Washington 
passed the state Senate. On March 2, 2018, the House passed the bill, Washington will no longer 
allow commercial net-pen aquaculture for Atlantic salmon in state waters. Current leases will be 
allowed to run out. The last one expires in 2025. The legislation is yet to be signed by Governor 
Jay Inslee, who has expressed unequivocal support. 


Washington officials have put pressure on the BC government to join the state in phasing out 
ocean-based Atlantic salmon open-net farms as the province decides whether to renew farm 
tenures, which expire in June 2018. 


The BC Salmon Farmers Association states that the province's industry is well managed. The BC 
salmon industry employs more than 6,000 people, and constitutes the province's largest 
agricultural export.

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Aquaculture Legislative Reform 


S D FO is also engaging a broad array of stakeholders and 

I groups to understand their key priorities that may be addressed by an aquaculture act. 
To date, DFO has conducted 31 sessions across Canada, of which 10 included Indigenous 
groups. DFO will continue these engagement sessions until the end of March 2018. 


BC Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) 


In July 2015, the province of BC created the Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on 
Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) to develop recommendations concerning the future of BC’s 
tenuring policies around finfish aquaculture. The council has wide representation from First 
Nations, environmental groups, industry, and local communities. Because of DFO’s lead role in 
regulating and licensing aquaculture activities in BC, DFO participates as an observer on 
MAACFA, providing presentations and materials as necessary. 


A report has been prepared by MAACFA but has not been released publically. DFO staff have 
been given an advance copy and key messages from the report is that no agreement was reached 
amongst council members as to the level of risk posed by net pen farming to wild salmon stocks. 
A number of recommendations were put forth around strengthening science-based decision- 
making and increasing consultations with First Nations. The recommendations in the MAACFA 
report include to: 


| s.14(a) 
e Define in a prescriptive manner how the precautionary principle is being applied to s.21(1)(a) 
salmon farm siting; provide evidence that it poses no more than a minimal risk to wild s.21(1)(b) 
salmon; | 


e Acknowledge and incorporate First Nations’ rights, title and stewardship responsibilities 
in all aspects of fish farm governance, including tenuring, licensing, management and 
monitoring, in a manner consistent with the United Nations Declarations of Rights and 
Indigenous Peoples (UNDRIP); 

e Establish a salmon aquaculture forum comprised of coastal and interior First Nations to 
provide advice on net-pen aquaculture management; 

e BC and DFO should work together to increase their capacity; develop a common 
understanding of scientific findings; 

e Establish an independent panel to review conflicting science; and, 
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e Provide incentives for the continued research, development and adoption of salmon 
farming technologies that reduce the risk to wild salmon, including land-based 
containment. 


Long- Term Vision for Aquaculture 


On November 22, 2017, you announced at the Canadian Aquaculture Industry Alliance Annual 
General Meeting a broad vision to support sustainable aquaculture in Canada. The Long Term 
Vision (previously referred as Aquaculture 2030 Vision) is intended to address public concerns 
about environmental impacts, especially in BC, over aquaculture practices in Canada. 


The vision encompasses an evolving set of actions with the goal of achieving an aquaculture 
sector that is well regulated through effective science-based measures, and will be developed in 
collaboration with provinces and territories, and Indigenous governments. This vision will build 
on ongoing work by DFO, but also will consider new activities, under a framework of four key 
pillars: Collaboration and Governance; Innovation for Sustainable Growth; Healthy Fish and 
Ecosystems; and, Transparency and Accountability. 


Many of the proposed activities that could be in the draft document will require the support of 
partners in other federal government Departments and provincial and territorial governments, as 
well as Indigenous Peoples, industry and other stakeholders to achieve the overarching goals. 


Effluent Discharge from Fish Processing Plants s.14(a) 
s.21(1)(a) 

In September 2017, a wild salmon advocacy group circulated video footage of blood and other 524 (1)(b) 

effluent coming from a Brown's Bay, BC aquaculture processing plant. According to group 

representatives, the effluent has been tested and revealed evidence of Piscine Orthoreovirus 

(PRV), a virus which has been linked by some to potentially fatal Heart and Skeletal Muscle 

Inflammation (HSMI) in farmed salmon. This advocacy group also contributed to the recent W5 

program on BC Fish farms. The Department has received media enquiries on the issue. 


; Under the existing regulatory 
environment, management of effluent from processing P is a shared responsibility involving 
the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA), Environment and Climate Change Canada 
(ECCC), and the Province of British Columbia. 


When farmed fish are harvested, DFO's conditions of licence require the containment of blood 
within harvest vessels and prevent its release into the marine environment. The CFIA assumes 
regulatory oversight once harvest aquaculture products enter the processing facility. The effluent 
discharge created during the processing of fish and released into the water is managed by the 
province through permits issued under the authority of the Environmental Management Act by 
the provincial Ministry of Environment and Climate Change Strategy. 
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Although DFO does not audit or monitor this discharge because it falls under provincial 
authority, the Department’s comprehensive monitoring and auditing program of farmed fish 
provides DFO confidence in the health of the fish being harvested. DFO has confidence that 
pathogens that cause a significant risk to wild salmon are being addressed prior to harvest, which 
then minimizes risks at the effluent discharge. 


On November 9, 2017, a letter was sent on your behalf to Minister Heyman, with a copy to the 
Honourable Lana Popham, BC Minister of Agriculture, and the Honourable Catherine McKenna, 
Minister of ECCC, outlining the interests of DFO and ECCC in protecting wild fish and 
preventing pollution. The letter concluded with a recommendation for DFO, ECCC and the 
Province of BC to undertake a review of policies respecting discharge from fish processing 
plants and to take any additional steps that may be required to ensure potential risks are 
identified and addressed. 


Since then, both the provincial Ministry of Environment and ECCC have initiated investigations 
based on their respective areas of regulatory responsibility. As details of ongoing investigations 
are confidential, the current status of these reviews is unknown. 


Although DFO has no regulatory role to play in licensing processing plants, the BC Ministry of 
Environment requested the Department’s assistance in reviewing the provincial permit for 
effluent discharge at Brown’s Bay Packing Company. DFO Science also assisted in sample 
collection during the first week of December, and will test samples for the presence of diseases 
and pathogens, including PRV. 


Marine Harvest Canada Injunction 


Since August 2017, members of Broughton area First Nations have been occupying two Marine 
Harvest Canada (MHC) salmon farms on the north coast of Vancouver Island to pressure for the 
removal of aquaculture operations from the area. Marine Harvest applied for an injunction 
against the fish farm protesters that was heard on November 14. Canada and BC are not named 
as a party in the injunction proceedings, as such, DFO were not served with court documents. 


Normally, an injunction proceeding is an expedited court process, involving a narrow question 
for the court: whether to grant an injunction, or not. Injunctive relief would not include a 
declaration on aboriginal rights or title, or the legality of fish farms. However, during the 
November 14 hearing, the judge adjourned the hearing for four weeks (to December 14), on 
request of the respondent protestors and stated that the purpose of the adjournment is to allow the 
respondents to prepare further arguments in support of their claim of Aboriginal title. 


The November14 Application Response filed by the respondents opposes the granting of an 

injunction, and seeks no other relief, although they do refer to their claimed Aboriginal rights s.21(1)(a) 
and title, and their views on fish farms. The respondent further arguments that were due to be 824 (1)(b) 
served on December 3, have not been filed, so the content of those arguments is unknown. 

Marine Harvest had until December 10 to reply to any further respondent arguments. 
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Meanwhile, adjourned the judge has ordered that the two named respondents / protesters will 
undertake to stop their protests and will will remove obstructing structures at the fish farm within 
72 hours. If the protesters continue to obstruct the fish farm, Marine Harvest is granted the right 
to reappear in Supreme Court, on 36-hours notice. 


The potential impacts of a court decision are unknown at this time, as pleadings are not closed. 
Currently, the only issue for court determination is whether to grant the injunction Marine 
Harvest seeks, which is likely to have minimal impacts on DFO, but further pleadings could be 
filed. 


The letters served by Marine Harvest Canada to the protesters this week have been widely 
circulated on social media along with continued messages of defiance from the local First 
Nations. C&P continues to monitor the situation in cooperation with the RCMP’s Aboriginal 
Liaison Team. 


Science advisor aquaculture panel 
Our government is establishing an expert panel to evaluate the processes to conduct and 


communicate science, which is part of the Department’s Long Term Aquaculture Vision. 


This panel will review the complex and challenging scientific questions considered in decision- 
making for aquaculture development and regulation. 


The Department is currently developing options regarding the structure and composition of this 
expert panel. On February 2, 2018, Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, Dr. Mona Nemer, will be 
leading an expert panel to look at how science is used to make decisions on aquaculture. The 
terms of reference for the Panel were posted online recently, with the expectation of a draft 
report in July and the full report by fall 2018. 


2. Indigenous Reconciliation 


The Government of Canada’s commitment to building renewed nation-to-nation, government-to- 
government, and Inuit-Crown relationships with Indigenous Peoples based on respect, 
recognition, cooperation, and partnership extends to the fisheries, oceans, and marine waterways 
portfolio. In many cases, DFO is the face of the federal government for many Indigenous people, 
and is thus well-suited to advance the reconciliation agenda.

DFO is undertaking numerous initiatives to advance reconciliation, including establishing new  s.21(1)(a) 
negotiating tables with Indigenous groups pursuant to constructive agreements, embarking on a — s.21(1)(b) 
national review exercise with Indigenous groups to renew and co-design its Indigenous 
programs. 


On December 5, 2017, Minister Popham wrote to you requesting your participation in the BC 
government's proposed government-to-government-to-government process. 
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; : ‘DF 0 senior officials P in | the 5 to- 5 TENIS that took 
place soon after on an informal basis. 


On January 12, 2018, the BC Ministry of Indigenous Relations and Reconciliation and the five 
Maa-nulth First Nations jointly announced and signed a new government-to-government 
agreement to strengthen and affirm their treaty partnership. 


It is expected that the government-to-government agreement between the BC government and 
the Maa-nulth First Nations will create a regular forum to discuss, prioritize and collaborate on 
topics of mutual interest, including land, resource management and treaty implementation issues. 


Following the January 30, 2018 announcement on the Broughton Archipelago (Annex 3), the BC 
government announced they would embark on government-to-government discussions to address 
the issues and concerns about fish farms in the Nations’ traditional territories and “to do the 
necessary hard work to find a path forward together in the Broughton Archipelago in keeping 
with and enacting the principles of the United Nations Declaration on the Rights of Indigenous 
Peoples.” 


DFO is in the process of developing Rights and Recognition Framework and the Recognition of

Following the PM's announcement of a new Framework on the Recognition and Implementation 
of Rights on February 14, 2018, Minister LeBlanc wrote to 5 representatives of Indigenous 
Nations to reassure the Government of Canada's priority on reconciliation between Canada and 
Indigenous peoples, by extending an offer to transfer licences and quotas for groundfish, salmon 
and shellfish valued at just over $8 million, bringing the value of the Five Nations’ existing 
access in these species to 840 million. Additionally, Minister LeBlanc indicated Canada's s.14(a) 
commitment to reviewing and co-developing the Allocation Policy for Pacific Salmon and to 5.21(1)(a) 
increase their Chinook salmon access.

In the second phase of the Ahousaht trial, which concluded in October 2016, the British 
Columbia Supreme Court heard arguments on the further delineation of the established Ahousaht 
Aboriginal right to fish and to sell fish, on whether DFO’s fisheries management regime 
continues to infringe that right, and on the justification of the Crown’s prima facie infringement 
of the Ahousaht right as found in the BCSC’s 2009 decision in the first phase of this trial. 


A decision is expected imminently. Canada will be given seven days’ notice before the day of 
release. DFO will likely have very little time to analyze the decision before it becomes public, as 
it is expected that the Ahousaht First Nations will make the decision public shortly after the 
lawyer lockup ends on the day of release. 


Additionally, DFO agreed to cancel this year’s commercial roe fishery on BC’s central coast. 
However, it will allow Heiltsuk First Nationa (located in Bella-Bella) limited spawn fishery for 
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food, ceremonial and commercial purposes in the spirit of reconciliation. In the past, DFO has 
not allowed a First Nation commercial spawn fishery unless a licensed commercial row fishery 
was also allowed. 


3. Fisheries Act Review 


On February 6, 2018, Bill C-68 was tabled in the House of Commons, announcing proposed 
amendments to the Fisheries Act that would restore lost protections and incorporate modern 
safeguards to protect our fish and their habitat for generations to come. You also announced that 
the government will invest up to $284.2 million to support restoring lost protections and 
incorporating modern safeguards. 


Provinces and territories were given 24 hours’ notice before the tabling of the Bill. CCFAM 
Deputy Ministers requested a briefing the day of tabling, which was provided. A longer briefing 
was held on February 7, 2018 by the CCFAM Fisheries Act Task Group, which included 
participants from other provincial and territorial departments implicated by the Bill. Regional 
engagement with BC is planned with staff from the Fisheries Protection Program to discuss the 
proposed amendments and next steps, which is complementary to the work of the CCFAM Task 
Group. 


Public reaction to date has been mostly positive, with accolades coming from environmental 
groups and some fishers organizations. BC’s First Nations Fisheries Council have expressed 
satisfaction with the direction of the federal government, however, they would have preferred to 
see it go further. 


4. Salmon Fisheries: Integrated Fisheries Management Plans (IFMP) 


DFO prepares annual Pacific Salmon IFMPs for the five species of salmon in British Columbia. 
The plans for Northern BC and Southern BC/Fraser River will be finalized in June or early July. 
It is expected the plans — once released - may attract media attention, given the forecast of low 
returns expected in a number of species, diminished prey availability for Southern Resident 
Killer Whales, issues addressed in the Committee on the Status of Endangered Wildlife in 
Canada (COSEWIC) assessments for five salmon species (Sakinaw Sockeye, Okanagan 
Chinook, Interior Fraser Coho, Fraser Sockeye, Interior Fraser Steelhead, and Southern BC 
Chinook), and environmental concerns facing migrating salmon. 


O Fraser Sockeye: 2018 is a dominant return year for the famous Adams River Sockeye 
migration. A quantitative forecast has been developed, but there is considerable concern 
as returns in most recent years have fallen well below the median forecast. The draft 
IFMP identifies options for management approaches, including window closure 
considerations to protect weak populations at the start of the migration. Also proposed is 
an escapement plan option, setting out harvest control rules for in-season management. 
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There will likely be disagreement between First Nations, harvest groups, and ENGOs 
about how much harvest should be taken in mixed stock fisheries to protect weak, 
endangered Sockeye populations. Another management approach being considered in the 
draft IFMP is a set of rules governing opportunities to harvest abundant populations in 

| terminal locations, known as Excess Salmon to Spawning Requirements (ESSR) 
fisheries. This could provide additional access to First Nations groups in the Fraser River. 


e BC Chinook Salmon: The 2016/19 draft Northern and Southern BC Salmon IFMP 
contemplates a substantial reduction in BC Chinook salmon harvests to address 
conservation concerns, which has been sent to First Nations and stakeholders on March 1, 
2018 for review and comment. There is evidence of a regional pattern of reduced survival 
rates and productivity across many BC Chinook salmon stocks. This pattern extends to 
Southeast Alaska, Washington, and Oregon Chinook Salmon stocks as well; fishery 
reductions are also being planned by the State of Alaska to protect chinook populations 
returning to Southeast Alaska and northern BC transboundary rivers. Pre-season forecasts 
are for a well-below average abundance of Chinook salmon, in many cases below levels 
required to achieve minimum spawning escapement targets. 


e DFO is proposing reduction in exploitation rates (in the range of 25-35%) for specific 
chinook stocks of concern. Management and conservation measures implemented to date 
have not been sufficient to rebuild populations, as stocks of concern are continuing to 
decline or are static. 


e DFO will also take additional actions to increase Chinook availability and accessibility in 
key Southern Resident Killer Whale (SRKW) foraging areas within their critical habitat. 
Measures will be designed to increase accessibility to prey and also reduce the presence 
and noise of fishing vessels and recreational boaters in key foraging areas. The 
Department intends to implement measures on a trial basis in 2018. 


O Interior Fraser Steelhead (Thompson and Chilcotin): On February 13, 2018, COSEWIC 
informed the Minister of Environment and Climate Change Canada that COSEWIC's 


Emergency Assessment Subcommittee had assessed both the Thompson River and 
Chilcotin River Steelhead Trout as Endangered and recommended that an Emergency 
Order be issued, placing these wildlife species on Schedule 1 of the Species at Risk Act. 


Threats to steelhead include poor ocean survival (which includes, but is not limited to, 
predation of juveniles by Harbour seals and increased ocean temperatures), reduced 
freshwater habitat quality, bycatch release mortalities from fisheries targeting Pacific 
salmon, and release mortalities from recreational catch and release fisheries targeting 
adult steelhead. 


Given ongoing declines in Interior Fraser River Steelhead escapement, a comprehensive, 
precautionary approach will be required for 2018 in the management of all fisheries in 
southern BC that are likely to impact steelhead. The draft 2018 management plan 
proposes a new rolling window closure (lasting approximately 3-4 weeks) that will curtail 
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salmon-directed fisheries, including for First Nations food, social and cultural uses and 
commercial fisheries, to afford additional protection to Interior Fraser Steelhead. 


Southern BC Chum fisheries will be most affected by these measures, due to an overlap 
in migration timing with Interior Fraser River Steelhead. i i iud pg eos pe uds 


ooo The BC government's Seafood Secretariat supports sustainable 
fisheries, which falls under the Minister of Agriculture. 


5. Wild Salmon 


Canada 's Policy for Conservation of Wild Pacific Salmon (Wild Salmon Policy or WSP) was 
released in 2005 after five years of consultations with First Nations, partners, and stakeholders. It 
clarifies the rationale for a conservation-based management approach for salmon and their 
ecosystems. The goal of the WSP is to "restore and maintain healthy and diverse salmon 
populations and their habitats for the people of Canada in perpetuity." It is distinct from the 
Atlantic Wild Salmon Policy, and contains both core policy elements (goal, objectives, and 
guiding principles) and implementation focused elements (strategies and action steps). The WSP 
is integral to the Department's policy framework, and guides resource management decision- 
making and scientific advice. 


The development of a detailed WSP Implementation Plan is part of a renewed focus on the 75 
recommendations of the Cohen Commission final report, The Uncertain Future of Fraser River 
Sockeye. The most recent Cohen status update was published on September 28, 2017. Eight of 
these recommendations related directly to the WSP, while the rest fall under the themes of 
Fisheries Management, Aquaculture, Habitat, and Science. In this public update, the Department 
announced that DFO and its partners (Government of BC and Environment and Climate Change 
Canada) have acted on 64 of the 75 recommendations. 


Informed by the recommendation from the Cohen Commission that an implementation plan 
would make the WSP more effective, and to integrate salmon program delivery, DFO Pacific 
Region staff are working with key partners to develop a final 2018-2022 WSP Implementation 
Plan. The Implementation Plan will outline key activities and their timelines and accountabilities 
to be undertaken over the next five years to implementing the Wild Salmon Policy. It will 
publically commit DFO to annual reporting on progress and focuses on transparent dissemination 
of information. 


An initial draft WSP Implementation Plan was the focus of over 32 consultation and engagement 
sessions, stakeholder meeting updates and online engagement that occurred across BC and 
Yukon in fall/winter 2017. Consultation sessions involved 13 meetings with over 90 First 
Nations and 12 public open houses in 12 locations. Hundreds of written and on-line submissions 
were received during the public input period, which ended in December 2017. A final draft of the 
five year WSP implementation plan is now being developed, informed by input from fall 2017 
consultations, for approval and release publically in 2018 (anticipated early fall). 
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During the development of the draft WSP Implementation Plan, BC government representatives 
offered ideas and advice, alongside other partners including the BC First Nations Salmon 
Coordinating Committee under the BC First Nations Fisheries Council; the Yukon Salmon Sub- 
Committee; and the Pacific Salmon Foundation. Further meetings with partners, including BC 
government officials are anticipated as the final five-year WSP Implementation Plan is 
completed. 


6. Ocean Protection Plan (OPP) 


On February 16, 2018, you announced an additional $72,000 under OPP to support the 
Vancouver Aquarium’s Pollution Tracker, a monitoring program that will help identify the 
sources of contaminants in BC’s marine environment. You also announced the release of the 
“What we Heard” report on the Southern Resident Killer Whale Symposium that was held in 
Vancouver in October, 2017. 


For the 2018 salmon fishing season, DFO will take additional fishery management measures to 
increase chinook availability in the Southern Resident Killer Whale foraging areas within their 
critical habitat. DFO will be engaging with stakeholders on these measures in the future. DFO 
has also proposed fishing closures to reduce competition for chinook on a trial basis in four 
areas, including the mouth of the Fraser River, the west side of Pender Island, the south side of 
Saturna Island and in part of the Strait of Juan de Fuca. The trial is proposed for May to 
September, 2018 to coincide with the orcas expected foraging. 


However, several conservation groups have complained the federal government failure to issue 
an emergency order reducing threats to endangered orcas off the BC coast ahead of fishing and 
whale-watching season could mean the species extinction. These organizations claim DFO and 
the Ministry of Environment and Climate Change did not recommend an emergency order to 
cabinet by March 1, 2018, which could have established priority feeding refuges, and set in place 
fishing and speed reductions for commercial vessels for the season.

Health of Fish and Expert Panel on Aquaculture Science 


e Robust and credible science helps us make evidence-based decisions that 
support the protection of our environment, ensuring that sustainable 
industries continue to provide good, middle-class jobs for Canadians. 


e On February 2, 2018, I announced that Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, 
Dr. Mona Nemer, will be leading an expert panel to look at how we use 
science to protect our waters as we make decisions on aquaculture. 


e The terms of reference for the Panel were posted online recently, with the 
expectation of a draft report in July and the full report by fall 2018.

Broughton Archipelago - Process

Washington Legislation on Atlantic Salmon Farming 


e We understand industry concerns following the recent Washington state 
legislature’s decision to phase out ocean-based Atlantic salmon farms. 


e DFO is committed to regulating a responsible and sustainable aquaculture 
sector based on science and evidence-based decision making. 
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Aquaculture Legislative Reform 


e Last June, during our CCFAM meeting, we discussed exploring new 
aquaculture legislation that would address barriers to industry growth, 
safeguard the environment, and be compatible with existing provincial and 
territorial regimes. 


e Through the CCFAM Strategic Management Committee (SMC) on 
aquaculture, provinces and territories are working together to develop a 
proposal for an aquaculture act expected to be presented at the next 
Ministerial meeting this summer. 


BC Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA 


e Welook forward to working with you in considering how to best respond 
to the recommendations set out in the MAACFA report. 


Long- Term Vision for Aquaculture 


e Thelong-term vision for aquaculture can only be developed in 
collaboration with provincial and territorial partners, as well as with 
Indigenous governments, industry and other stakeholders. 


e Weare committed to putting a long-term vision into place, to help ensure 
Canada can continue to support an aquaculture sector that is well 
regulated through effective science-based measures and respect for all 
stakeholders.

Effluent Discharge from Fish Processing Plants 


e I take any potential risks to wild salmon very seriously. I am committed to 
working collaboratively with the provincial government on this issue, as 
well as more broadly on issues relating to aquaculture management in 
British Columbia. 
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e Environment and Climate Change Canada and the Province of BC are 
responsible for the regulation of fish processing effluent. 


e Fisheries and Oceans Canada is supporting these agencies as they 
investigate this matter and will take appropriate action, should it be found 
that the effluent from this plant poses a concern to wild fish or their 
habitat. 


e DFO’s licensing conditions for marine finfish aquaculture outline 
requirements operators must follow regarding the collection, retention and 
disposal of blood generated during fish harvest at aquaculture sites. 


Responsive on PRV 


e Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) is found in both wild and farmed salmon on 
the coast of British Columbia. It does not represent a risk to human health. 


e DFO Science reviewed the potential impacts of PRV on the west coast of 
North America and concluded that there is a low likelihood that PRV has a 
significant impact on wild Pacific salmon populations. 


Marine Harvest Canada Injunction 


e While DFO recognizes the rights of individuals to protest peacefully and 
lawfully, individuals should not trespass on private property and need to 
respect biosecurity protocols at aquaculture facilities. The safety of 
individuals, including protestors and aquaculture facility employees, is 
paramount. 


Background 


1. Aquaculture 


Health of Fish and Expert Panel on Aquaculture Science 


In early December 2017, the province inspected two fish processing facilities, the Brown's Bay 
Packing plant near Campbell River and the Lions Gate Fisheries plant in Tofino. Laboratory 
results confirmed the presence of piscine reovirus (PRV). 
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On December 20, 2017, DFO responded with the release of a public science advisory report 
focused on the Infectious Hematopoietic Necrosis Virus (IHNV). The report was conducted by 
the Canadian Science Advisory Secretary as the IHNV is known to have caused disease on 
Atlantic salmon farms in the Discovery Islands. However, the report concluded that the risk 
posed to Fraser River Sockeye Salmon due to IHNV on Atlantic salmon farms in the Discovery 
Islands is minimal. 


The risks associated with other pathogens also known to cause disease on marine Atlantic 
salmon farms in the Discovery Islands were not assessed. Other pathogens will be assessed in a 
subsequent process. 


On February 2, 2018, DFO announced the creation of an independent expert panel to provide 
recommendations on the appropriate use and consideration of scientific evidence in decision- 
making process on aquaculture. The panel will be led by Canada’s Chief Science Advisor, Dr. 
Mona Nemer, who will deliver a final report to Minister LeBlanc and Minister of Science Kirsty 
Duncan (Annex 1). 


The terms of reference for the Panel were posted online recently, with the expectation of a draft 
report in July and the full report by fall 2018. 


Broughton Archipelago— Salmon Farmers 


The escape of Atlantic salmon from a Washington state pen last summer has spurred debate in 
Canada about open-net fish farming due to fears the foreign fish could cause harm to the wild 
species of Pacific salmon. On January 23, 2018, six BC First Nations served an eviction notice to 
Marine Harvest Canada (the province’s largest producer of farmed fish). Some of the company’s 
leases expire in June, 2018. First Nations have made demands for an end to open-net fish 
farming in the Broughton Archipelago area. 


On January 30, 2018, BC provincial ministers met with First Nation governments from the 
Broughton Archipelago in Vancouver to discuss tenure renewals in the Broughton area. At the 
request of the province, DFO officials also attended this meeting. 


First Nations representatives requested that the province not approve any tenure renewals 
without their consent. First Nations also expressed their desire for negotiations to remain 
between provincial and First Nations governments. First Nations requested that DFO not 
participate in future meetings related to this process. 


Provincial and First Nations governments issued a joint statement following the meeting 
confirming their intent to honour the implementation of the United Nations Declaration on the 
Rights of Indigenous Peoples and implement a *a consent-based government-to-government 
process" as part of the tenure renewal process. 


As tenures expire, some or all of the salmon farm tenures in the Broughton Archipelago may not 
be renewed. First Nation participants also expressed a desire not to have tenures renewed in other 
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areas of the province. This could have significant adverse implications on the aquaculture 
industry in BC, as well as broader implications on departmental decision making. 


The joint statement is in alignment with the letter that the BC Minister of Agriculture sent to 
salmon farmers (Marine Harvest Canada) in October 2017, warning them that routine restocking 
plans for the Broughton locations could be problematic, as tenures could not be guaranteed. 


I Ihe minister, Doug 
Donaldson, said the provincial government's vision for the future includes moving them out of 
the ocean and into land-based operations, wherever possible. 


Washington Legislation on Atlantic Salmon Farming 


Washington state officials cancelled a lease with Cooke Aquaculture Pacific in February, 2018 at 
the site where open-net pens holding farmed Atlantic salmon collapsed. The decision came after 
an investigation found the company negligent for failing to adequately clean its nets. 


On February 8, 2018, a bill to phase out net pen farming of Atlantic salmon in Washington 
passed the state Senate. On March 2, 2018, the House passed the bill, Washington will no longer 
allow commercial net-pen aquaculture for Atlantic salmon in state waters. Current leases will be 
allowed to run out. The last one expires in 2025. The legislation is yet to be signed by Governor 
Jay Inslee, who has expressed unequivocal support.

The BC Salmon Farmers Association states that the province's industry is well managed. The BC 
salmon industry employs more than 6,000 people, and constitutes the province's largest 
agricultural export. 


Aquaculture Legislative Reform 


DFO is also engaging a broad array of stakeholders and 

d their key priorities that may be addressed by an aquaculture act. 
To date, DFO has conducted 31 sessions across Canada, of which 10 included Indigenous 
groups. DFO will continue these engagement sessions until the end of March 2018. 
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Overall, feedback received during the engagement sessions will be consolidated 


BC Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) 


In July 2015, the province of BC created the Minister of Agriculture’s Advisory Council on 
Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) to develop recommendations concerning the future of BC’s 
tenuring policies around finfish aquaculture. The council has wide representation from First 
Nations, environmental groups, industry, and local communities. Because of DFO’s lead role in 
regulating and licensing aquaculture activities in BC, DFO participates as an observer on 
MAACFA, providing presentations and materials as necessary. 


A report has been prepared by MAACFA but has not been released publically. DFO staff have 
been given an advance copy and key messages from the report is that no agreement was reached 
amongst council members as to the level of risk posed by net pen farming to wild salmon stocks. 
A number of recommendations were put forth around strengthening science-based decision- 
making and increasing consultations with First Nations. The recommendations in the MAACFA 
report include to: 


e Define in a prescriptive manner how the precautionary principle is being applied to 
salmon farm siting; provide evidence that it poses no more than a minimal risk to wild 
salmon; 

e Acknowledge and incorporate First Nations’ rights, title and stewardship responsibilities 
in all aspects of fish farm governance, including tenuring, licensing, management and 
monitoring, in a manner consistent with the United Nations Declarations of Rights and 
Indigenous Peoples (UNDRIP); 

e Establish a salmon aquaculture forum comprised of coastal and interior First Nations to 
provide advice on net-pen aquaculture management; 

e BC and DFO should work together to increase their capacity; develop a common 
understanding of scientific findings; 

e Establish an independent panel to review conflicting science; and, 

e Provide incentives for the continued research, development and adoption of salmon 
farming technologies that reduce the risk to wild salmon, including land-based 


containment.

Long- Term Vision for Aquaculture s.21(1)(a)

On November 22, 2017, you announced at the Canadian Aquaculture Industry Alliance Annual 
General Meeting a broad vision to support sustainable aquaculture in Canada. The Long Term 
Vision (previously referred as Aquaculture 2030 Vision) is intended to address public concerns 
about environmental impacts, especially in BC, over aquaculture practices in Canada. 


The vision encompasses an evolving set of actions with the goal of achieving an aquaculture 
sector that is well regulated through effective science-based measures, and will be developed in 
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collaboration with provinces and territories, and Indigenous governments. This vision will build 
on ongoing work by DFO, but also will consider new activities, under a framework of four key 
pillars: Collaboration and Governance; Innovation for Sustainable Growth; Healthy Fish and 
Ecosystems; and, Transparency and Accountability. 


Many of the proposed activities that could be in the draft document will require the support of 
partners in other federal government Departments and provincial and territorial governments, as 
well as Indigenous Peoples, industry and other stakeholders to achieve the overarching goals. 


Effluent Discharge from Fish Processing Plants 


In September 2017, a wild salmon advocacy group circulated video footage of blood and other 
effluent coming from a Brown's Bay, BC aquaculture processing plant. According to group 
representatives, the effluent has been tested and revealed evidence of Piscine Orthoreovirus 
(PRV), a virus which has been linked by some to potentially fatal Heart and Skeletal Muscle 
Inflammation (HSMI) in farmed salmon. This advocacy group also contributed to the recent W5 
program on BC Fish farms. The Department has received media enquiries on the issue.

environment, 5 of uen Fon processing plants is a shared responsibility involving 
the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA), Environment and Climate Change Canada 
(ECCC), and the Province of British Columbia. 


When farmed fish are harvested, DFO’s conditions of licence require the containment of blood 
within harvest vessels and prevent its release into the marine environment. The CFIA assumes 
regulatory oversight once harvest aquaculture products enter the processing facility. The effluent 
discharge created during the processing of fish and released into the water is managed by the 
province through permits issued under the authority of the Environmental Management Act by 
the provincial Ministry of Environment and Climate Change Strategy. 


Although DFO does not audit or monitor this discharge because it falls under provincial 
authority, the Department’s comprehensive monitoring and auditing program of farmed fish 
provides DFO confidence in the health of the fish being harvested. DFO has confidence that 
pathogens that cause a significant risk to wild salmon are being addressed prior to harvest, which 
then minimizes risks at the effluent discharge. 


On November 9, 2017, a letter was sent on your behalf to Minister Heyman, with a copy to the 
Honourable Lana Popham, BC Minister of Agriculture, and the Honourable Catherine McKenna, 
Minister of ECCC, outlining the interests of DFO and ECCC in protecting wild fish and 
preventing pollution. The letter concluded with a recommendation for DFO, ECCC and the 
Province of BC to undertake a review of policies respecting discharge from fish processing 
plants and to take any additional steps that may be required to ensure potential risks are 
identified and addressed. s.14(a)

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Since then, both the provincial Ministry of Environment and ECCC have initiated investigations 
based on their respective areas of regulatory responsibility. As details of ongoing investigations 
are confidential, the current status of these reviews is unknown. 


Although DFO has no regulatory role to play in licensing processing plants, the BC Ministry of 
Environment requested the Department’s assistance in reviewing the provincial permit for 
effluent discharge at Brown’s Bay Packing Company. DFO Science also assisted in sample 
collection during the first week of December, and will test samples for the presence of diseases 
and pathogens, including PRV. 


Marine Harvest Canada Injunction 


Since August 2017, members of Broughton area First Nations have been occupying two Marine 
Harvest Canada (MHC) salmon farms on the north coast of Vancouver Island to pressure for the 
removal of aquaculture operations from the area. Marine Harvest applied for an injunction 
against the fish farm protesters that was heard on November 14. Canada and BC are not named 
as a party in the injunction proceedings, as such, DFO were not served with court documents. 


Normally, an injunction proceeding is an expedited court process, involving a narrow question 
for the court: whether to grant an injunction, or not. Injunctive relief would not include a 
declaration on aboriginal rights or title, or the legality of fish farms. However, during the 
November 14 hearing, the judge adjourned the hearing for four weeks (to December 14), on 
request of the respondent protestors and stated that the purpose of the adjournment is to allow the 
respondents to prepare further arguments in support of their claim of Aboriginal title. d

The Novemberl4 Application Response filed by the respondents opposes the granting of an 
injunction, and seeks no other relief, although they do refer to their claimed Aboriginal rights 
and title, and their views on fish farms. The respondent further arguments that were due to be 
served on December 3, have not been filed, so the content of those arguments is unknown. 
Marine Harvest had until December 10 to reply to any further respondent arguments. 


Meanwhile, adjourned the judge has ordered that the two named respondents / protesters will 
undertake to stop their protests and will will remove obstructing structures at the fish farm within 
72 hours. If the protesters continue to obstruct the fish farm, Marine Harvest is granted the right 
to reappear in Supreme Court, on 36-hours notice. 


The potential impacts of a court decision are unknown at this time, as pleadings are not closed. 
Currently, the only issue for court determination is whether to grant the injunction Marine 
Harvest seeks, which is likely to have minimal impacts on DFO, but further pleadings could be 
filed. 


The letters served by Marine Harvest Canada to the protesters this week have been widely 
circulated on social media along with continued messages of defiance from the local First 
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Nations. C&P continues to monitor the situation in cooperation with the RCMP’s Aboriginal 
Liaison Team.

The ‘Namgis First Nation 
filed a judicial review of DFO’s policy to not test for PRV or HSMI prior issuing [& T licences, as well as DFO’s practice of 
not consulting on I&T licensing decisions. 'Namgis sought an interim injunction to prevent DFO from authorizing Marine 
Harvest Canada to transfer fish to their Swanson Island site until there is a Court ruling on their judicial review 
application. The injunction hearing concluded on Wednesday, March 21, 2018 and the judge issued his decision that no 
injunction was granted. This means that we will be issuing the I&T licence to restock fish at the Swanson Island site 
shortly. 


| want to take this opportunity to thank everyone who provided information for this injunction hearing, | know that 
timelines were extremely tight. We were able to answer questions and provide the necessary records due to our solid 
teamwork and collective efforts in documenting what we do. While we still have a lot of work ahead of us related to 
this judicial review, your efforts have put us in a good place to be able to meet upcoming deadlines.

by Marine Harvest Canada, (MHC). 


Background: Indigenous Peoples have voiced their concern and disapproval of the aquaculture 


industry citing it is negatively impacting the wild salmon stocks. In 2017, 
construction and habitation of structures on MHC's Midsummer Island array 
occurred. In December 2017, MHC was successful in applying for an injunction 
which saw the removal of the protesters from this array. 


In January 2018, protest activity surfaced in Victoria where indigenous peoples set 
up camp beside the C&P Victoria office, again voicing their disapproval of the 
industry. Persons associated to this camp have now stated that they are focusing 
their efforts on north island, in the Sayward area. 


MHC applied to DFO for a permit to restock the Swanson Island array. The Namgis 

Indigenous Nation filed for an injunction to stop the issuance of this specific permit. 

On March 23, 2018 the courts ruled against the injunction and a transfer permit 

was issued by DFO to MHC.

The BC industry have been speaking to us about this as well. 


Last year DFO added a condition to scientific collection licences saying that sampling on an aquaculture tenures could 
not take place without written permission from the tenure holder. This was a new condition added last year — and I 
believe C&P did enforce this condition last summer. 


However, industry was asking for something like the seal industry has on the east coast, where any person (whether a 
they have a licence or not) can not get closer than 1 nautical mile to the seal fishery. This provision is actually in the 
Marine Mammal Regulations. http: 


DFO does not have any language in the Pacific Aquaculture Regulations about "Observing aquaculture activities", like in 
the Marine Mammal regulations. So we do not have any enforcement ability to limit protestors from coming close to 
aquaculture facilities — even for biosecurity purposes. | have suggested that this could be considered as part of a 
potential aquaculture act — but of course, that still doesn't solve their immediate concern.

KEY JUDGMENTS 

There may be implications to the Department of Fisheries and Oceans’ (DFO) ability to maintain orderly, safe, and 
sustainable fisheries as protest activities may increase in the upcoming weeks. Disruptive actions may be taken to 
prohibit Marine Harvest from restocking their pens if the 'Namgis First Nation band are unsuccessful in receiving 
their injunction. The hearing of the injunction is set for March 20-21, 2018 in federal court. Many of the protestors 
or supporters of the cause have indicated that reconciliation with the government cannot occur if the leases are 
renewed by DFO. 


Protest activities may escalate as there has been a significant increase in tension between protestors and Marine 
Harvest employees. This tension could extend to DFO frontline officers and offices. The protestors are using 
women on the frontline. These women are getting into altercations with Marine Harvest staff, DFO staff, and local 
police. During the Victoria office incidents, the women were arrested and later posted that they had been 
Shackled.“ These women have now made their way to Swanson Island to join the individuals occupying the site. 
It is suspected that the women are being used to garner more attention and sympathy from their supporters. 


BACKGROUND 

On February 14, 2018, Prime Minister Justin Trudeau announced the launch of an engagement process with First 
Nations, Inuit, and Metis on the development of the Recognition of Rights Framework and its implementation. The 
framework is designed to provide guidance for recognition and implementation of Indigenous rights and as a tool 
for dispute resolution.? The intention is to have the framework introduced in 2018 and implemented before 
October 2019.5

RECENT EVENTS 

Social media platforms and media outlets have been monitored daily since February 16, 2018. In reviewing the 
comments on social media since the release of Intelligence Bulletin 2018-W-IB-004, the sentiment amongst the 
Indigenous populations has shifted. The Indigenous populations who disapprove the aquaculture industry have 
voiced their frustrations with DFO's management of the aquaculture industry. 


Protest activity in support of ceasing fish farms surfaced at the DFO office located in Victoria in November 2017 
and has been ongoing throughout March 2018. During these activities, the protestors chained the front door shut 
on a three occasions in an attempt to receive charges that would allow them to highlight their disagreements with 
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DFO in court. After the third arrest in March, one of the protestors posted “...being arrested with leg cuffs and hand 
chuffs my question is what the fuxx is this constant talk on reconciliation.”+ Other supporters of the cause have 
also cited the Framework stating that reconciliation will only occur once the government and DFO end the leases 
with Marine Harvest. 


Marine Harvest has recently applied to restock its pens. Restocking would begin and would 
take place every second day for a two-week period.5 On March 6, 2018, the 'Namgis First N ation filed a Notice of 
Application in federal court against the Minister of DFO, the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG), and Marine Harvest 
Canada. The 'Namgis are seeking judicial review of: 1) DFO's policy not to test for Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) or 
Heart and Skeletal Muscle Inflammation in fish prior to issuing licenses under s.56 of the Fishery (General) 
Regulations (FGR) which authorize the introduction, release or transfer of fish into the marine environment; and 2) | 
Any decisions made by the Minister DFO and CCG or his delegate to issue licenses under s.56 or the FGR to 
introduce, release or transfer fish into the marine environment at Marine Harvest Canada’s aquaculture facility 
located at Swanson Island, BC.® 


Further on March 9, 2018, the ‘Namgis filed a motion for an interlocutory injunction to prevent the Minister from 
issuing a license to transfer smolts to the Swanson Island facility operated by Marine Harvest without first testing 
for PRV, pending the resolution of the underlying judicial review. The hearing of the injunction is set for March 20- 
21, 2018 in federal court." The news of the Namgis application was shared widely on social media.

Farm Safety (C. Jackson/L. Neilson) 


Action item from December 4, 2017 AMC: DAC will create a government agency attendee 
list and bring to AMC for review 


Protests at salmon farm sites this summer have escalated and companies have raised 
concerns regarding the safety of their workers. 


Industry has approached DFO to see if the Department could coordinate a discussion with 
other government agencies to see if there are additional measures that governments can 
take, within our respective mandates, to help ensure farm worker safety. 


Industry used the example of clear markings of aquaculture tenures as a possible 
improvement that could be made. This would involve the Province and Transport Canada. 


DFO is willing to coordinate/facilitate a discussion on this but we are looking for support 
from the Province and ideas on who else we should engage. 


Integrated Geoduck Management Framework (C. Jackson) 

e DFO has been reviewing aquaculture applications for geoduck and evaluating them under 
the new Integrated Geoduck Management Framework (IGMF) since March, 2017. 

e Since the release of the IGMF, the Project Review Team (PRT) has received 11 applications 
O application was rejected as it fell outside the requirements of the IGM 
o application was withdrawn 


O S applications remain under review at the PRT stage while DFO works with CSSP 
partners on an approach for ensuring adequate water quality and biotoxin 
monitoring. 


o 2 applications for new geoduck facilities have been accepted by the PRT and are 
currently in statussing with BC. 


o applications for an amended geoduck facility has been accepted by the PRT and is 
currently in statussing with BC. 


o 1 application has been received | but overlaps with another application 
already at PRT, so is being held at PRT while a solution to overlap is being 
considered. 


o None ofthe applications at the PRT stage are from First Nations for red areas. 


e DFO is currently working with CSSP partners on an approach for ensuring adequate water 


quality and biotoxin monitoring to allow for harvest of Geoduck post licensing. 


e The Department has received significant feedback from First Nations that the IGMF does 


not provide enough flexibility to meet their interests /aspirations related to geoduck 


(aquaculture and/or access to wild). s.20(1)(b)

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e DFO is currently examining options on how First Nations interests can be addressed 
through a variety of tools such as the IGMF, treaty negations, and other policies. 


9. Provincial Review of Discharge and IPM Permitting (MOE) 


E Effluent Discharge from BC Processing Plants 

e Since the November 2017 release of video footage of blood and other effluent coming 
from the Brown's Bay Packing processing plant near Campbell River, the issue of 
effluent treatment and disease transmission has received significant public and media 
attention. 

e In response to a request by provincial officials, DFO Science collected samples during 
the first week of December to test samples for the presence of pathogens, including 
PRV. All samples tested positive for PRV. 

e A Rapid Science Response (RSS) has been completed and provided to the Province of 
BC. 

e In November, the Province of BC began reviewing the current discharge permit for the 
Brown's Bay plant and referred a draft of an updated permit to DFO (Aquaculture 
Management Division, Pacific Region) for comment/input. No comments have been 
provided to date. 

e On December 20, 2017, the Province of BC announced a broader review of the 
regulations and discharge permitting process related to fish plants and the use of 
pesticides to treat sea lice. 

e The Province is responsible for the licensing of fish processing plants. Federally, ECCC is 
responsible for administering section 36 of the Fisheries Act. However, given DFO's and 
expertise related to aquaculture, fish health and minimizing impacts to wild salmon, 
DFO staff are prepared to work with the responsible federal and provincial agencies to 
support and inform this review by the Province, as appropriate (including coordination 
with ECCC). 


10. Integrated Pest Management (IPM) (L. Lavigne) 


e The BC Salmon Farmers Association organized a workshop on Integrated Pest 
Management on January 10-11. The workshop highlighted the many tools required for 
pest management (area based management, management thresholds, theraputants, best 
management practices). If management thresholds are low, and there few treatment tools 
available, resistance will develop. 

e An Integrated Pest Management (IPM) overview document, which describes the status of 
IPM in BC, was drafted by the Strategic Working Group (a DFO and industry working 
group) and discussed at our DAC meeting in October. 

e The IPM document examines the core elements of an IPM for aquaculture and the 
treatments available for sea lice in the different salmon farming jurisdictions along with 
which of those treatments are available in BC. 

e federal and Provincial governments play a critical role in ensuring various treatment 
options are available for the aquaculture industry to use. DFO would like to explore with 
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the Province how a longer term strategy for IPM can be developed, similar to IPM 
strategies for terrestrial farming. 

e DFO is looking to work with industry and the Province to develop a work plan to outline 
next steps and identify short, medium and long term actions that can be taken to support 
IPM in BC. 


11. Freshwater Policies (D. Travia/C. Jackson) 


e David Travia will discuss process of ongoing policy development on freshwater fish 
enhancement and access. 

e Work on a provincial paper outlining policies for freshwater enhancement, aquaculture and 
commercial access is ongoing 

e DFO is currently reviewing the ONA application to add sturgeon to their licence. Provincial 
comments have been requested. The Department will begin reviewing their request to 
add rainbow trout in the near future. 


12. Fisheries and Aquaculture Clean Technology Adoption Program (FACTAP) (L. Lavigne) 


e The Fisheries and Aquaculture Clean Technology Adoption Program (FACTAP) officially 
launched on December 18, 2017 

e Shirley Choi is coordinating this program for the Pacific region 

e The program will provide funding of up to $20 million over four years to Canada's 
fisheries, aquaculture and processing companies to implement market-ready clean 
technologies, processes, and practices into their day-to-day operations. 

e  FACTAP can provide funding of up to 75% of eligible project costs, the applicant must also 
receive funding from provincial or territorial governments of at least 1096 of the project 
cost in cash or in-kind. 


13. External Evaluations (C.Jackson) 


e There are currently a number of evaluations going on related to Aquaculture management 
in B.C. 
i. CESD/OAG audit is nearing completion. The final report is expected to be 

released in Spring 2018 

ii. Areview of the DFO Fish Health Audit and Surveillance program has been 
completed and will be shared with the Province shortly 

iii. A review of the options for the provision of diagnostic services has been 
initiated. The option of conducting diagnostic testing internally within in DFO 
will be analyzed first. 


14. Minister of Agriculture Advisory Council on Finfish Aquaculture (MAACFA) debrief (D. 
Travia) 


e David Travia will be providing a debrief on the last Minister of Agriculture Advisory Council 
on Finfish Aquaculture 
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15. Legislative Reform and Strategic Management Committee Meeting (SMC) updates (D. 
Travia/L. Neilson) 


D. Travia / L. Neilson to provide an update 

The Last SMC was held in Toronto on September 13, 2017. 

A special SMC conference call was held November 24, following the Minister’s 
announcement of the federal “Vision”. 

The SMC Working Group on Aquaculture Legislation and Regulations has had more than a 
dozen conference calls and a two-day meeting in Vancouver since fall 2017.

Despite aquaculture being an industry that includes many aquatic species, the overwhelming majority of social 
media mentions discussed salmon aquaculture therefore the maiority of this report focuses on salmon.

Conversations on social media regarding aquaculture are predominantly negative. They have been spurred on 
by events that have had high visibility in the media (diesel spill at B.C. aquaculture facility; escaped salmon in 
Washington, USA; videos of disfigured salmon surfacing online; First Nations occupations/protests, bloodwaier 
video). 


in general, those who oppose aquaculture are most concerned with the perceived health risks when consuming 
farmed fish. People are also concerned about the impact farmed fish may have on the environment, the survival 
of wild populations and they also show support for the First Nations communities who oppose the aquaculture 
industry. Social posts position their content as being backed up by science, call for people to purchase wild 
salmon instead, and may contain graphic videos and images to elicit an emotional response from the user. 


Comments that support aquaculture caution others to be wary of the articles that suggest banning all fish farms 
or urging people to only buy wild. They want people to get all of the facts before forming opinions about the 
industry and they may be skeptical towards media reports. Those who support aquaculture make the case that 
the industry helps wild populations, provides stable jobs in coastal communities and is a global sustainable 
solution. 


Overall, conversations about aquaculture have increased and have remained steady over the past several 
months. Mentions have increased by 227% from January to March 2018 compared to the same time period in 
2017. This has been the result of the bloodwater video, ongoing opposition from First Nations communities, and 
Washington state's recent plan to phase out Atiantic salmon farming.

March 3, 2018 — Washington bans Atlantic salmon farming: Washington's plans to phase out Atlantic salmon 
farming caused a spike in mentions in March. The top articles were by CBC (11.4K link shares) and the Seattle 
Times (11.4K link shares). Georgia Strait Aliance (64 retweets) and Watershed Waich (90 retweels) 


celebrated the news and called for a similar ban in B.C. Other top tweets came from CBC British Columbia (72 
retweets). Other comments shared a similar sentiment, calling for B.C. to follow suit.

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Key themes opposing aquaculture 
The majority of comments about aquaculture are negative and are in opposition to it. The following outlines

some of the key themes found in social media posts and comments. 


Chemicals: Of all comments made about aquaculture, the most prevalent is related to health matters, Users are 
concerned that farmed salmon is not safe for consumption and describe it as toxic, poison, lethal, gross, 
disgusting, infected, frankenfish and carcinogenic. Two of the most popular articles? on this subject have been 
shared aimost 800,000 times (combined). 


Users are concerned that fish feed pellets contains dioxins, PCBs, ethoxyquin, and other chemicals. They state 
these pellets are used to make fish grow faster in order to yield a higher production. They also believe that 
salmon is full of antibiotics and contribute to a rise in antibiotic resistance. Other comments also mentioned that 
farmed salmon contains added dyes to change their appearance and that farmed salmon is genetically modified 
(and therefore less healthy).

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Fat Content: Comments from social posts state that farmed salmon is less healthy to eat than wild because 
farmed salmon has more calories and fat. Social posts often compare the amount of Omega-3 and Omega-6 
between the two and say that farmed salmon has layers of fat surrounding internal organs. Comments also say 
that farmed salmon is prone to develop diabetes. Users state that salmon are predators and must hunt for their 
food, therefore have more muscle mass resulting in a firmer texture and better taste. 


abelling: Comments expressed concerns that there are no clear labels or standards with regards to wild and 
farmed fish. Some have stated that salmon is sometimes labelled wild when they are not and there is no 
traceability to hold anyone to account. Users also commented that Canada does not have a law saying that 
products need to be labeled GMO. Other comments also claimed that cheaper farmed fish is passed off as a 
more expensive species. This show there is a lack of trust in what retailers are selling and also shows a desire 
from consumers to know what they are eating.

"How do we tell the difference when we go to a restaurant?" 
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Harming wild populations: People who oppose aquaculture believe that farmed salmon increases the risks of 
disease in wild populations. The bloodwater video published in November drew international attention to the 
issue and users were horrified by the imagery. Opponents of fish farms have stated that the "science is in,” that 


this is the last chance to save wild salmon and that fish farms should be on land.

Sea lice: Users concerned about the environment discuss sea lice, pesticides and antibiotics that are used to 
manage this problem. There is a fear that the pesticides and antibiotics used are harmful to other aquatic 
species and that farmed fish can build resistances to these pesticides, forcing farmers to use more over time. 
Other comments also stated that pesticides can cause genetic mutations in fish, and they fear that escaped fish 
will mate with the wild population. 


Oceana posted a video on Facebook on September 25 to highlight the problem with sea lice. The video is 


accompanied by agitated music and images of salmon with sea lice on them. 


Post message: Sea lice might look small, but they can do big damage to farmed salmon. These small 
bloodsuckers and all of the chemicals used to combat them are just another reason to think twice about 
farmed salmon. 
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Sustainability: Social media posts and comments often claim that it takes four or five pounds of wild fish to 
create one pound of farmed fish since the feed used is made from wild-caught fish. Oceana quotes that it takes 
3kg of wild feeds for 1kg of farmed fish.

The story was picked up by two National Geographic photograhers/filmographers that started an online petition 
urging the DFO Minister and B.C. Premier not to renew leases at aquaculture facilities in Broughton/Musgmagw 
Dzawada'enuwx territory. The protest was promoted on social media resulting in 776 tweets from November 11 
to November 17. Social posts consisted of photos of disfigured salmon and profiles of the women occupying the 
aguaculture facility. 


National Geographic's Instagram account (83 million followers) also posted about the situation, posting a video 
which was viewed 1.2 million times and had nearly 254,000 likes and over 1,400 comments. Comments varied 
on the posts saying to avoid farm salmon and to buy wild salmon only. However, comments also showed that 
there were many people who were unaware of the potential negative impacts of aquaculture facilities. 


Examples of comments:

À number of other comments have a negalive perspective towards the government and industry. Users state 
that profit will always be the bottom line at the expense of protecting the environment.

"Money looks to be the only thing this company cares about." 
"Any US based food watch organization is suspect in my opinion- just look 
at what the lobbyists and greed have brought to the FDA..." 
"DFO has been accused of conflict of interest; being responsible for saving 
our wild stocks and policing [the] Aquaculture Industry"

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Users who are supportive of aquaculture say that farming fish takes the pressure off of wild-caught commercial 
fisheries and that it would be more detrimental to shut down all fish farms. Comments say that commercial 
fisheries remain a larger threat to wild populations and they are concerned by articles who push for removing 


aquaculture facilities altogether. 


Users have commented that the industry has come a long way since it began and that itis in the industry's best 
interest to manage the industry responsibly. 


"In my view, it is thanks to aquaculture that we still have wild salmon returning to 
streams in BC. It is simple math — farming salmon reduces the need for consumers 
to buy thousands of commercially caught wild salmon. Let's celebrate the fact that 
technology and science have allowed us to move away from the path we were on of 
netting the last of the wild stocks... with this issue you should question why you are 
so quick to follow the “step all industry” groups that only base their opinion in

Comments have shown some skepticism towards people who oppose aquaculture, stating people have been 
“brainwashed”, Comments question the validity and credibility of researchers and sources. They state that the 
same researchers, sources and outdated statistics continue to be shared online. Other comments also noted the 
industry's reputation is still recovering from mistakes made in the past and people need to update their opinions. 


"Anti fish farming is funded, and is a job. These people on ihe front lines are pawns 
thinking they are fighting for environmental protection. But instead they are fighting 
for market shares and investment rates.” 


"Disease from salmon farms has neuer been implicated to have impacted wild salmon 
in British Columbia. Other than findings of certain anti-fish farm activists, whose 
scientific procedure has been shown at times to not have scientific integrity, there is no 
evidence of harm to wild salmon from farmed."

industry and governmental organizations tend to focus on the economic benefit of aquaculture and promote the 


idea that this will be the way meet the growing international demands for seafood. The tone of these posts and 
the visual content that accompanies messaging is often positive, proud and celebratory. 


launched their campaign Zthewayfonward to outline how the government's vision for sustainability and growth in 
the province. As part of this initiative, the province posted content about aguaculture and growing the industry. 
ine posts emphasized how aquaculture will increase employment and strengthen communities. The tagne 


“Safe... Strong... Sustainable" is used to underpin the province's strategy. 


Example of social media posts: 
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industry and governments also strongly promote the sustainability of aquaculture and emphasize to users that 
by supporting aquaculture, you are helping the environment. Information is often shared in infographics to outline 
the number of different ways that aquaculture helps the planet. They also emphasize that aquaculture needs to 
be "done right", suggesting that there should be a continued commitment to improving the industry.

Example of infographic: 
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When images and videos of disfigured salmon were shared online, there were a number of questions that users 

asked. Overall, it appears that people want some kind of indicator to tell the difference between wild and farmed 

saimon, how frequently diseases occur, whether diseases are specific to a facility or all facilities, and why do fish 
become sick in fish pens.

On 1 May 2018, NFIS received information that the Research Vessel Martin Sheen 5s V Martin

Coast Guard as a research vessel. In past years, the RV Martin Sheen was involved, among other 
things, in Mexico to support conservation efforts on the vaquita porpoise, and in Costa Rica to 
conduct marine research.

Good Afternoon Deputy 
Trust all is well with you. Wanted to reach out to share the following with you on behalf of the work we do 
with the Canadian Aquaculture Industry Alliance (CAIA). 


For the past few weeks, we have been exploring between Fisheries and Oceans Canada, Transport Canada and 
Public Safety which government department has oversight and approval of foreign vessels entering Canadian 
waters for the purpose of research activities. Specifically, every spring/summer in British Columbia, the Sea 
Shepard Society and their vessel the "Martin Sheen" is permitted to enter Canadian waters for the supposed 
purpose of undertaking marine research. The Canadian researcher they publicly claim they support is 

They have announced as of today that this vessel is departing Hawaii on May 1, 2018 to 
makes it way to British Columbia. However, every year this vessel is used to facilitate protests on BC salmon 
farms — in many cases breaching bio-security protocols and disrupting farming activities. RCMP intervention at 
times has been required. The sector has reached out to Fisheries and Oceans Canada and are aware that they 
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have explored and placed additional research license conditions on activities. CAIA has obtained the 
attached DFO research licence and of note, the “Martin Sheen” vessel is not listed as one of the 2 vessels she 
intends to use this year — yet we know it is on its way to BC and on social media the Sea Shepard Society has 
stated they are sailing to Canadian waters to aid in “research” efforts. Of paramount concern is both 
the safety of the farms and the fish that are being grown as well as the farm workers who are ultimately 
harassed by the protests that frequently result and the farm occupations that can ensue. 

When we reached out to DFO, we were directed to Transport Canada. We received the following response: 


In terms of marine scientific research, there is no permit required from TC. If they are a foreign vessel they 
need permits from CBSA and DFO depending on what they are doing. But if they are doing State sponsored 
marine scientific research, this does require a process through GAC, in which TC is involved - but these are non- 
state actors. 

It is challenging to prevent a vessel to enter Canadian vessels because of the law of the sea, depending on the 
flag/vessel size it may get inspected at a port. While TC doesn't have any intel related to Sea Sheppard — any 
intel should share it with the RCMP and CBSA. The RCMP is the contact if there is a problem. 


We subsequently communicated through Minister Goodale's Office and received the following response 
today: | 


CBSA does not determine the legitimacy of research applications. When research authorizations are required 
for foreign-based applicants, they must apply directly to the Department of Fisheries and Oceans and/or to 
Global Affairs Canada for such authorizations. The role of the CBSA is to provide advance border-related 
information to foreign expeditions planning research in Canada while promoting compliance with Canadian 
regulations and safety procedures. The CBSA communicates all advance expedition information to regional 
operational areas to ensure proper resources are in place to support a well-managed, facilitative and 
controlled entry into Canada of identified foreign research entities. Your best point of contact is the border 
watch line, Toll-free: 1-888-502-9060. 


Given the track record of the Sea Shepard Society and the use of their vessel to facilitate protests and not 
research — and the fact they are not listed as part of the DFO issued research licence, the sector has been 
seeking for several weeks to inquire whether third-parties can come forward and be included in a formal 
process to provide information or express concern before vessels are permitted to enter Canadian waters? Is 
there oversight of these vessels if, in fact, they are in breach of license conditions? Can a vessel be revoked or 
not permitted to enter Canadian waters absent being included in a research licence application? Apologies for 
this outreach but we have had troubles trying to get clear answers on this process. Happy to discuss further or 
provide any background information.

We have also received information from our regional CBSA operations, as follows: 
Based on the examination and interview upon arrival local operations has determined: 
- . The vessel reported to Victoria through the telephone reporting center 


The vessel has not notified Global Affairs Canada or any Government Department regarding their arrival 
and nature of their business in Canada. 
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- The crew that arrived on Saturday are only delivering the vessel and will be departing upon arrival of a new 
crew. There were eight crew on board who all met the documentary entry requirements as crew. 

- The delivery crew stated the vessel and new crew will be observing fish farms and taking water samples 
around the fish farms but how no additional details. 

Onboard the vessel was diving gear, underwater cameras, an empty drone box which they stated was lost 
at sea. 


Local ops reached out to their representative at MSOC. They had a briefing this morning. The level of interest on 
this vessel is unclear and no information was requested from CBSA. Partners are aware of the situation and can 
make the necessary request for information if they wish to pursue. Officers were interviewing the Captain and 
logistics person earlier this morning and will determine purpose of entry, full details of itinerary, who will be on 
board, and all details required to determine admissibility for CBSA purposes. 


Once we have the information, local ops will determine next steps.

We have also received information from our regional CBSA operations, as follows: 


Based on the examination and interview upon arrival local operations has determined: 
- The vessel reported to Victoria through the telephone reporting center 


- The vessel has not notified Global Affairs Canada or any Government Department regarding their arrival and 
nature of their business in Canada. 


- The crew that arrived on Saturday are only delivering the vessel and will be departing upon arrival of a new crew. 
There were eight crew on board who all met the documentary entry requirements as crew. 


- The delivery crew stated the vessel and new crew will be observing fish farms and taking water samples around 
the fish farms but how no additional details. 


- Onboard the vessel was diving gear, underwater cameras, an empty drone box which they stated was lost at sea. 


Local ops reached out to their representative at MSOC. They had a briefing this morning. The level of interest on this 
vessel is unclear and no information was requested from CBSA. Partners are aware of the situation and can make the 
necessary request for information if they wish to pursue. Officers were interviewing the Captain and logistics person 
earlier this morning and will determine purpose of entry, full details of itinerary, who will be on board, and all details 
required to determine admissibility for CBSA purposes. 


Once we have the information, local ops will determine next steps.

Hey Claire, this was synopsis done up by my Chief: 


“Hi all. Just wanted to send a quick email to provide a summation of the examination of the R/V Martin Sheen. There 
were questions around the purpose of travel for this vessel as open-source information indicated the purpose was for 
research, while previous TRC entries cited pleasure. This vessel had not previously been examined in Canada. As such, a 
request was made through the TRC to have this vessel referred upon entry to verify the purpose of the trip and 
admissibility of the vessel and crew. On the evening of Saturday May 26", the vessel arrived at Raymur Point, was 
referred by the TRC, and was examined by Victoria BSO's. During the course of the examination, it was determined that 
further information on the purpose of the vessel's visit (specifically, on whether research was being conducted or not) 
would be required from the Ship Operations Director, who would be joining the vessel the following day. The main 
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concern at this time was whether the vessel would require approval through Global Affairs Canada for potential 
research being conducted. As such, the master of the vessel was provided an entry for further examination to the 
Atrium for yesterday, May 28", at 11:00. 


The CBSA NHQ Foreign Expedition and Arctic Research (FEAR) program was contacted and confirmed that, as the vessel 
was not a “state-sponsored” research vessel, no further approvals were needed through Global Affairs 

Canada. However, as it was still determined to be conducting research in Canada, it was not eligible for clearance 
through the TRC as a private marine vessel. The master of the vessel was provided with information on how to 
complete an A6 and accompanying documentation. At 15:00 yesterday, the vessel and master were cleared into 
Canada by way of A6 clearance, and will clear out of Canada in the same manner. Great work by all Officers and 
Superintendents involved in completing this examination and educating the vessel's master and crew on the 
appropriate reporting procedures.

However, the mechanism by which they have reported into the country (Form AG) requires them to leave Canadian 
territorial waters after 30 days. Then if they want to stay in Canada, they have to reapply through Customs — they can 


stay all summer, they will just have to leave territorial waters and reapply every 30 days.

You may be aware of the Marine Chinook closures posted recently. The closures will take place in 
three key foraging (feeding) areas: Strait of Juan de Fuca, Gulf Islands and the mouth of the Fraser 
River. These measures have been implemented for the 2018 salmon fishing season, with monitoring 
to assess the effectiveness of the closures. 


While we have no current information on any planned protests, it is assessed as likely that there will 
be related protests at 401 Burrard or other DFO locations in light of this decision. DFO SSES will be 
monitoring the situation and will report back with any further intelligence gathered. 


In the interim, please note this for your situational awareness, and practice enhanced vigilance. 
Please report any information received or indicators of a protest coming to 401 Burrard or other 
DFO locations to myself. Should we get confirmation of a protest anywhere in the region, a message 
will be provided staff at those locations, enhanced lobby security will be requested, and security or a 
manager should be assigned to the lobby during and prior to the protest.
